Dan Dalton Will Produce the Cin- 
oinnati Election Records or 
Suffer Imprisonment. 

The Ohio House So Decided Yesterday 
—Dalton Under Arrest—Belore 
the Bar.

He Persists in His Stubborn Refusal—Saved 
Temporarily from Incarceration by 
| Habeas Corpus. :

CotumsBus, O., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The 
Proceedings in the House today were of the 
most dramatic character, the galleries and 
lobby of the chamber being crowied to their 
utmost capacity by persons desiring to bear 
the proceedings against Daniel J. Dalton for 
contempt oi a subpoena issued by the House 
Com mittee on Privileges and Elections in re 
fusing to bring the returns of Precinct A, 
Fourth Ward, as demanded. After a debate 
running from 10 o'clock until 4, the resolution 
offered by Mr. Lamson, providing for the im- 
prisonment of Dalton in the Franklin County 
Jail for thirty days (unless he sbould sooner 
purge bimself of contempt by producing the 
wanted returns), was adopted by a vote of 63 
to 4l—a strict party vate. The House Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections held a meet- 
ing this morning at which the following resolu- 
tions were adopted: 


Resolved, That the refusal of Daniel J. Dalton to 
produce the poll-book and election returns of Pre- 
einet A, Fourth Ward of Cincinnati, pursuant to 
the subpeena of the committee, together with all 
the facts in relation tothe contempt of said wit- 
ness, be, by the Chairman of this committee, re- 
ported to the House of Representatives of Ohio for 
its action thereon. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this committee 
be, and is hereby, ordered to issue his warrant for 
the arrest and conveyance of Daniei J. Dalton be- 
tore the House of Representatives to answer for 
contempt. 

Dalton and his aftorney, C. W. Baker, agreed 
to waive the service of a warrant, and volun- 
teered to appear before the House at any time 
when the Chairman directed. About 10 o'clock 
Col. Poorman, Chairman of the committee, 
walked down the centre aisle of the House with 
Dalton on his right, followed by Sergeant-at- 
Arms Allen. The appearance of the party was 
the signal for loud applause that rang through 
the chamber. The three stopped iu front of 
the Clerk’s desk, when Col. Poorman made the 
following report to the House: 

To the House of Representatives of the Siaty-seventh 
General Assembly of Ohio: The Committee on Priv- 
lleges and Elections has ordered me, as its Chair- 
man, to report to the House of Representatives 
the refusal of Daniel J. Dalton, Clerk of the Court 
of Hamilton County. to obey the subpena of the 
committee and prodnce before it the poli-books of 
Precinct A, Fourth Ward, Cincinnati, 
a proper copy of which the committee 
think of great importance in the prosecution of 
Us inquiry. The committee, acting under House 
resolution No. 35, issued a subpa@na, which was 
duly served upon Daniel J. Dalton the 10th day of 
February at Room No. 90 in the State House, di- 
rectine him to bring with him the poll- books of 
Precinct A, Fourth Ward, Cincinnati. In answer 
to this subpe@na Mr. Dalton appeared before 
the committee, but failed to bring with 

the returns, and refuses to do 
so, Geciaring that the committee bas no 
right to require bim to produce such returns. The 
committee, in accordance with the provisions of 
the statutes, Sec. 52, has directed this return, and 
in accord with the further provisions of said sec- 
tion have caused a warrant to be issued and deliv- 
ered to the Sergeant-at-Arms, directing him to 
bring the said Daniel J. Dalton before the bar of 
the House, to be dealt with as provided by law. 


DALTON SAYS HE WON'T. 

Speaker Entrekia asked Dalton if he admit- 
ted the allegations cofittained in the report, to 
which Daiton replied ‘that he refused and 
would refuse to produce the returns in this 
city unles ordered to do so by the Court of 
Common Pleas of Hamilton County. 

Col. Poorman called attention to the fact 
that Dalton had refused to allow the returns to 
be photographed in Cincinnati, which he 
deemed very important, but was not arrested 
because the committee did not have power to 
hold him. Dalton had promised to produce the 
returns in this city, but had failed to ao so. 
It had been denied that the House had any 
power to compel Dalton to bring the returns 
outside of Hamilton County. 

Mr. Cameron suggested that the Speaker ask 
Dalton if he still refused to produce the re- 
turns, to which the latter replied that he did, 
and would not bring them outside of the coun- 
ty without an order from the Common Pleas 
Court. Dalton then asked that he be repre- 
sented by counsel, to which there was no ob- 
jection. He reiterated his refusal to produce 
the returnsin the House, but was willing to 
show them up in Cincinnati, or would furnish 
as many copies as the House desired. 

No one objectm to Mr. Baker appearing as 
an attorney for Dalton, that gentleman took a 
seat beside his client at the foot of the centre 
aisie. Dalton, when he first appeared with the 
Sergeant-at-Arms, carried his overcoat on his 
arm and his flashy silk hat in his hand, but the 
proceedings gave evidence of being long, and 
the coat and bat were transferred to the custo- 
dy of a page boy, and a chair was furnished 

the prisoner at the bar. The next turn in the 
proceedings was the following resolution, 
offered by Mr. Lampson: 

WHEREAS, Daniel J. Dalton has failed satisfac- 
torily to answer a question legally propounded him 
by this House, or to produce books and papers re- 
quired of him by a standing committee of this 
House, and therein is guilty of contempt of its au- 
thority; and 

WHEREAS, The said Daniel J. Dalton has refused, 
and still refuses, to obey the subpeena of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections of this House 
of Representatives, commanding the said Daniel J. 
Dalton to be and appear before said committee at 
Columbus, O., at 10 o'clock a. m. Feb. 10. A. D. 1886, 
and to then and there produce before said commit- 
tee the returns of the election heid in Precinct A, 
Fourth Ward, of the City of Cincinnati and State 
of Ohio, Oct. 13, A. D. 1885, which refusal is in con- 
tempt of the authority of the House; therefore, 
be it 

Ordered, That the said Daniel J. Dalton be com- 
mitted to the custody of the Sergeant-at-Arms of 
this House, and by him committed to thé jali of 
Franklin County, Obio, there to be kept in close 
custody for the period of thirty days, un- 
less he shall sooner signify bis willingness to 

produce the books, papers, and returns called for 
by the said standing committee, and to satisfacto- 
rily answer the questions propounded bim by the 
House. And for the commitment and detention of 
said Daniel J. Dalton this order shall be a suffi- 
cient warrant. That whenever the officer having 
the same Daniel J. Dalton in custody shall be in- 
formed by said Dalton that he is ready and willing 
to produce said books,» papers, or returns it 
shall de the duty of such officer to 
deliver the said Daniel J. Daiton over to 
the Sergeant-at-Arms of this House, whose duty 
it shall be to take the said David J. Dalton imme- 
diately before the House and to hold bim in cus- 
tody subject to the order of the House. 


DEBATING MR. LAMPSON’S RESOLUTION, 

A motion to lay the resolution offered by 
Mr. Hull was lost, when Mr. Cameron took the 
floor and argued at length in support’ of Mr. 
Lampson's resolution, quoting from the record 
in the Hallet Külbourn case and various sec- 
dons of the statutes to show that the House 
had power to compel the Clerk of Hamil- 
ton County to produce the returns for 
the purpose of being photographed, 
and in case of a failure bad the 
authority to imprison him for contempt. He 
thought tne House should show Daniel J. Dal- 
ton that he was not bigger than the Btate of 
Ohio. ö ‘ 

Mr. Baker, attorney for Dalton, followed in 
a lengthy argument, reading from the record 
in the same case to disprove the assertions of 
Mr. Cameron. Dalton bad been subpoenaed as 
a private >itizen and certainly the House could 


} not compel him to bring the returns outside of 


Hamilton County. He was a constitudonal 
officer in that county and under 
the statutes directing the returns to be 
kept at the Clerk’s ‘office of the 
County had not authority to take them ouside 
the jurisdiction of the Cotamon Pleas Court, 
which only extended to the boundary lines of 
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the House of Representatives to imprison the 
defendant, holding that there was no law un- 
der which this can be done except by — 
process, including an indictment and reg 
Fy Even Congress had not the right to do 
this. ° 

And so ran the debate until the noon recess, 
the chamber being crowded by eager sightseers 
who cheered at different stages of the pro- 
ceedings. After the noon recess the fight was 
resumed, the Democrats, with Dalton's attor- 
ney, arguing that the House had no right to 
imprison the defendant, while the Republicans, 
marshaled by Representatives Cameron, Brown, 
Poorman, Ryan, and Linduff, made the point 
that the House bad all power. 

At 4:40 a vote was reached and the Lampson 
resolution was adopted by the vote of 63 to 41. 
Immediately a scene that beggars description 
was enacied. Hats were thrown, bandker- 
chiefs fluttered from hundreds of bands, and 
cheer after cheer broke from the excited crowd 
in the lobby and galleries. Dalton’s attorney, 
expecting this turn of affairs, had his client 
taken immediately before Judge H. J. Wiley, 
before whom a-writ of habeas corpus was 
sworn out returnable tomorrow morning at 10 
o'clock. In the meantime Dalton had been 
escorted to the Frankiin County Jail, but was 
immediately released upon a bond fixed at 
$5,000 for bis appearance before Judge Wylie 
at the hour named. Charles Frech, a weil- 
known saioonkeeper of the city, became bis 
surety. Dalton is deeply mortified at his dis- 
grace, and it is not unlikely, H worsted in the 
babeas corpus proceedings tomorrow morning, 
he will consent to present the returns. 


THE DRIVE ASSESSMENT. 


ANOTHER CALL ON THE PARK COMMISSION- 
ERS BY PROTESTING PROPERTY-OWNERS 
—THE MATTER TO BE FURTHER DISCUSSED 
TODAY. 

It was decided Wednesday night ata meet- 
ing of the North Side Property-Owners’ Union 
that a second call should be made upon the 
Lincoln Park Commissioners in the matter of 
the objection which the union is making 
against the Lake Shore drive assessment, and 
a committee was appoluted for that purpose. 
Notice of such a call was sent to the Commis- 
sioners, and at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Col. A. F. Stevenson, A. CG. Hesmg, and 
Charles Harpel of the committee put in an ap- 
pearance at the office of the Park Board in the 
Chicago Opera-House Block. Owing to the 
shortness of the notice, the only Commission- 
ers present were Messrs. Adams and Catlin. 

Col. Stevenson said that his object in making 
a second call upon the board with the p e 
of inducing it to dismiss the proceeding ich 
had proved so unpopular was to present cer- 
tain arguments which he believed would con- 
Vince it that its proper course was to assent to 
the wishes of the objecting property-ownerr, 
instead of referring them to the courts fora 
remedy. Such a course would save attorneys’ 
fees to the objectors, and he was confident that 
bie arguments would induce the board to re- 
consider its determination to proceed with the 
assessment. HowWever, as there was no quorum 
present, he thought it best that a meeting be 
arranged for Friday afternoon, when a quorum 
could be present and he could preseat bis argu- 
ments, which could then be immediately acted 
upon, 

A. C. Hesing suggested that, as the attorney 
and Secretary of the board were present, Col. 
Steveason should present his arguments, which 
could theu be acted upon by a full board. 
Charies Harpel concurred in Mr. Hesing’s sug- 
gestion; but Col. Stevenson objected, as did 
the Commissioners preseat, and the point was 
yielded. 

Mr. Hesing said he would object to the as- 
sessment if only upon the following ground: 
He had seen it stated in Tun Tripune, and had 
since found the statement to be true, that but 
one witness as to the value of the land con- 
demned was examined in the condemnation pro- 
ceedings. During a residence of sixteen years 
in Cincinnati and thirty-two years in Chicago 
he bad been frequentiy called as a witness 
in such cases, and bad never seen a similar in- 
stance. He was astonished that any Judge 
would allow a judgment to be rendered on the 
testimony of a single witness, and did not be- 
lieve that a citizen could be tound on the 
North Side who would give Mr. Allmendinger 
anythmeg line the amount awarded for his 
land. 

E. J. Harkness, the attorney, was called in 
and admitted that but one witness was exam- 
ined, but said that such was frequently, if not 
usually, the case when an agreed case was 
tried. 

Commissioner Aaa. 


asked Col. Steven- 


son—stating that the point had deen 
raised—for information as to the re 
spective Lability or objectors and non- 
objectors, in case the present assessment 
should prove insufficient and it were found 
necessary to make aseecond assessment. He 
replied that the amount necessary to be raised 
by the second assessment would be assessed 
upon the non-objectors. 

After some further discussion on various 
subjects pertaining to the matter on hand it 
was agreed to hold the meeting at 2 o'clock 
this afternoon at the same place. 

The Executive Committee of the Taxpayers’ 
Union of the North Side was in session at Tur- 
ner Hall last evening, and received the names 
of some more objectors to the assessment for 
the extension of the Lake-Shore drive. Some sen- 
sationa! developments are promised when the 
committee meet the Park Commissioners this 
afternoon, it being intimated that a discovery 
has been made that will throw the assessment 
out of court. 


A “PINAFORE” ADMIRAL. 


THAT’S WHAT THE SPEAKER OF THE CON- 
NECTICUT HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
CALLS ONE OF OUR NAVAL OFFICERS. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 11.—({ Special. |—Wben 

a resolution was taken up in the Connecticut 
House of Representatives today requesting the 
Connecticut Congressmen to urge the transfer 
of the naval training-sgbool station from New- 
port back to New London Speaker Tibbs left 
the chair and took the floor for a speech, which 
created a decided breeze. He sharply attacked 
Rear-Admiral Luce, who secured the change to 
Newport in 1881, characjerizing him as a 
„ Pinafore’’ Admiral who preferred the aristo- 
cratic society of Newport, with dances, 
polo games, lounging at the Casino, 
and other festivities to the modest 
hospitality New London could offer. As for 
the so-called War College at Newport, un- 
der the control of Admiral Luce, the Speaker 
regarded it as an expensive humbug. Coast- 
er's Island Harbor at Newport, he said, was se- 
lected by Luce as a naval station solely for 
social reasons and not for the benefit of the 
ner vice, as it is far inferior tu the New London 
tation, which was abandoned after $300,000 of 
the people's money had been expended ou its 
improvements and buildings. In conclusion 
the Speaker urged as a measure of economy 
that there should be but three naval stations 
one on the Pacific and the others on the At- 
lantie seaboara. 

The resolutions were passed unanimously. 
Speaker Tibbs is from New London, and the 
hotels and merchants there have lost big profits 
by the change for which he hoids Admiral 
Luce responsible.

The Trustees Confess Themselves 
Mystified and Appeal to the 
7 Court for Advice. 


The Complicated List of Heirs Among 
Whom the Property Is to Be 
Divided. 


The Signing Away of Certain Claims 
Likely to Lead to Oostly 
Litigation. 


——— 


A lengthy bill for instructions” was filed 
yesterday in the Superior Court by E. W. 
Blatchford and W. H. Bradley, trustees of the 
Walter L. Newberry estate, against Louisa C. 
Candee, Henry W. Newberry, Wirt Dexter, 
Charles McLean, and numerous others; The 
trustees represent that Newberry died Nov. 6, 
1868, leaving a will by one-half of his 
estate sbould, after the death of bis daughters. 
be distributed by his | among the law- 
ful surviving descendants of his brothers and 
sisters, and the other balf to found a pub- 
lic library. The widow, Julia B. Newberry, 
died Nov. 9, 1885, and the tinje has now arrived 
for the distribution of th estate, but the 
trustees are in great dont as to their 
powersjand duties under will,and, though 
they are given power ex ly to decide 
how the estate was to be di they do not 
desire to assume the respon ty. In 1876, 
when the youngest dau of Newberry 
died, the trustees were i ed that New- 
berry had three brothers and one sister leaving 
issue—Henry, who died July 26, 1863, leaving 
two children, Henry W. and uisa, the latter 
with four children; second, sister Louisa 
Edgerton, who died Dec. 19, 1872, leaving three 
children; third, a brother, Hino, who died 
March 10, 1860, leaving four @bildren and six- 
teen grandchildren; and Orth, a brother, 
Amasa, deceased April 16, leaving four 
children and three grandchil@ren. As far as 
can now be ascertained beirs who are to 
take possession now are two ren of Hen- 
ry, two cbildren of Louisa, two children and 
thirteen grandchildren of Elifu, and one child 
and thirteen grandchildren of Amasa New- 
berry. All this bas only been ascertained by 
common report, and the eT do not feel at 
liberty to act on it. ; 

Since the death of Julia Rosa Newberry the 
trustees have learned that many of the beirs 
have assigned their prospective interests either 
absolutely or by mortgage, of Of partial inter- 
ests, or to secure bonds, and Bumerous notices 
have been sent to the trustees by such assigns 
or grantees demanding payment of their 
claims. Since the death of the widow the va- 
rious interests of the bey baying become 
fixed, claims have be presented to the 
trustees for settlement, and suits have been 
begun against the beirs. and the trustees have 
been served with garnishee process. 

THE CALL FOR A DIVISION. 

In April, 1877, eighteen of the beirs filed a 
bili for a distribution of the estate, claiming 
that after the death of the last daughter their 
interest became vested, notwithstanding that 
the widow still survived, and that they were 
entitled to have the estate divided. The 
‘Supreme Court, however, held that under the 
will there was no gift to any one except such 
as should be surviving and capable of taking 
at the time of distribution; such time of. 
distribution could not arrive until the death 
of the widow, and antil the time of 
distribution it could not be ascertained who 
the donees would be. It was not, how- 
ever, expressly decided whether or not 
any interest in the estate to be dis 
tributed by the trustees under the will 
had vested in any one, or still remained, and 
must remain until the timeof distribution 
wholly contingent; or whether, m case any 
such interest might have vested in any one, it 
had vested absolutely; so that in case of the 
death of any person in whom such interest had 
vested, such interest would thereafter descend 
by inheritance from such person; or whetber, 
in case such interest bad vested, it vested sub- 
ject to be divested in case of the death ef such 
person before the time of distribution and sub- 
ject to open and let in such other persons as 
might, before the time of distribution, be born 
and be entitled to participate in said distribu- 
tion by survivorship at that time. The solution 
of these questions bas an important bear- 
ing upon the legal effect which is to 
be given to the various instruments of convey- 
ance and assignment made by the heirs, and 
also on the determination of what interests, if 
any, may have arisen bg operation or devolu- 
tion of law, or may have attached in favor of 
any other persons deriving through or under 
such stirpal descendants as have died since the 
death of Julia Rosa Newberry, the last surviv- 
mg daughter. And it is uncertain what right or 
power of canveyance or assignment any of the 
persons bad prior to the death of the widow 
who bave made any of the conveyances of 
their interests, and whether they bad, at the 
time of executing such assignments, any inter- 
est which could be assigned. It is also 
uncertain what legal effect should be 
given to such assignments, and whether or 
not they may be given a legal effect in a court 
of equity, which could not be given them in a 
court of law, or whether they are to be given 
equal and similar legal effect as applied to per- 
sonalty and realty. 

POWER OF THE TRUSTEES. 

Furthermore, it appears to be doubtful 
whether under the terms of the will the trust- 
ees have power to recognize such conveyances 
Or assignments in the distribution of the es- 
tate, whatever may be their legal effect as be- 
tween the parties, and whether they have 
power or authority in making distribution of 
one-half the estate to pay over and doliver 
any part to any persons whatever who are not 
themselves descendafits of the brothers or sis- 
ters of Mr. Newberry; and whether there is 
the same security and protection in making 
the distribution among the heirs that the will 
gives for making the first division of the will | 
into two equal parts. 

COSTLY LITIGATION IN PROSPECT. 

In view of all these doubts and uncertainties 
the trustees say they cannot safely proceed to 
distribute the estate and that they ougnt not 
to decide such questions. They therefore ask 
the court for its advice and instruction 
and make not only the heirs bat all 
claimants to any interest and all garnishee- : 
ing creditors parties defendant. This will 
probably lead toa long and expensive litiga- 
tion, as some of the heirs will no doubt try to 
get their interest, even though they have al- 

ready signed it away. These trustees are, 
however, by the express terms of the will, 
made sole arbiters as to bow the estate should 
be divided between the heirs and the library, 
so that there is no reason why the library 
project should not go steadily on, leaving : the 
heirs to fight among themselves. Mesers.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.—[Special.] 
—It looks now as if Commissioner Sparks 
would suffer defeat in his persistent adherence 
to his determination to stamp out fraud in ac- 
quiring title to public lands. Today he was di- 
rected by Secretary Lamar to give bis reasons 
why the famous order of April last suspending 
the issue of patents in a wide expanse of ter- 
ritory in the West ana Southwest, which the 
Commissioner designated as “infected dis- 
triots. This action was taken on the receipt 
by the Secretary of au jmmense petition by cit- 
izens of Dakota and Minnesota sent to the 
President this week. Accompanying the 
petition was a strong letter from P. 
H. Kelly, the well-known St. Paul mercbant, 
a member of the National Democratic Commit- 
tee, saying that the Commissioner's order was 
ruining the Northwest, and that not only set- 
tiers and frontier business-men were suffering 
in consequence, but every wholesale merchant 
in St. Paul and Minneapolis and in Chicago. 
The President, in transmitting the petition to 
Secretary Lamar, requested immediate action 
upon it, and the direction to Mr. Sparks to 
sbow cause why bis order should not be re- 
voked gave bim but twenty-four hours in 
which to make his answer. Mr. said 
tonight, when asked if anythimghad been done: 
There bas been no action on the matter yet. 
That's ali l can say.“

With but two dissenting votes—those of 
Maj. Strait and Mr. Jackson of Pennsy!vania— 
the House Committee on Public Lands today 
voted to recommend the forfeiture of the 
Northern Pacific grant from Bismarck west- 
ward—or as to all lands lying opposit that part 
of the line which was unconstructed the 4th of 
July, 1879 (the date on which the committee 
construe the granting act to expire). Except- 
ed from the operation of the Forfeiture act is 
the right of way of the company to lands nec- 
essary to its operation, all lands now within 
city, town, or village sites, and all lands pur- 
chased in good faith from the railroad com- 
pany by actual settlers not exceeding 320 acres 
in any one case. In case where a settier’s pur- 
chase exceeded 320 acres he will be allowed 
one year in which to select there- 
from a tract of 820 # £4acres and 
make proof before the local iland-oflice, 
The committee was in session all day. Mr. 
Strait proposed six amendments, one. after 
another, and forced a vote on each. He first 
brought forward the most unobjectionable 
proposition of forieiture—viz.: that of the 
lands from the Columbia River to Puget Sound. 
This was voted down. Then Mr. Strait moved 
the proposition which Judge Payson of Illinois 
introduced in ua bill, to forfeit the grant from 
Wallula to Kalama. This, too, was voted 
down. He then moved to amend the bill so as 
to protect the purchasers of lands in the grant. 
This was refused. He then moved that they be 
allowed to have title to 640 acres. In

A Washington special to a New Tork 
paper says: A member of the Wars and 
Means Committee says that tne tariff bill that 
is about to be introduced is essentially Mr.

PROBABLY DROWNED HERSELF. 
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THE 29TH OF AUGUST, 1962. 


Mr. Steele of Indiana Goes Over the 
History of That Day’s 
Battle. 


Pope’s Famous Order, He Said, Should 
and Could Have Been Easily 
! Obeyed. 


Fits John Porter Proved Disloyal to His 
Commandinz Officer if Not to the 
Country. 


Wasurnoeton, D. C., Feb. 11.—(|Special.|— 
In the debate in the House on the minority 
report on the Fitz Jobn Porter bill today Con- 

Steele of Indiana was intrusted with 
the leadership of the minority and conducted 
the campaign to the discomfiture of several of 
the ex-Confederates who crowded around bim. 
Gens. Bragg, Oates, and Wheeler were in turn 
backed down by Steele’s ready replies. Con- 
greseman Gibson of West Virginia asked bim 
if be was not aware that Gen. Grant did not 
agree with him in his estimate of Porter's dis- 

‘joyalty. Tes,“ said Steele, “and there are 
few great men and many small ones who agree 
with Gen. Grant.” 
The matter first came up in the House when 
Mr. Reed offered a resolution, which was agreed 
to, modifying the order making the Fitz John 
Porter bill a continuing special order from to- 
day until next Thursday, so as to provide that 
the bill shall not be considered until after the 
second meeting hour on each day. The House 
at 2 0 clock went into Committee of te Whole, 
Mr. Springer of Illinois in the chair, on the 
Fitz Jobn Porter bill. The debate was opened 
by Mr. Haynes of New Hampsbire in support 
of the bili. The strongest prejudice 
which be had ever entertained had 
been against Porter. but it had disappeared 
when be proceeded to examine the case. He 
: did not share in the estimate of Pope enter- 
tained by many of Porter's friends, but be be- 
lieved that if any other of Pope’s Generals had 
beef in Porter's place and had acted as Porter 
hed acted there would never have been a 
coutt-martial, and no Union General of that 
campaign woul? bave suffered for more than 
twenty years a stigma worse than death. It 
had been Porter's disrespectful and inexcusa- 
‘ble allusions to Pope that had singled him out 
as an object of suspicion and as an obiect of 
revenge. Porter had been one of the growlers, 
and bis punishment bad been out of all pro- 
portion to his offense. Both Lincoln and 
Grant at one time bad equaily believed in the 
justice of the Porter sentence, but the latter, 
when tue opportunity had been given for calm, 
dispasstonate review of the case, haa pro- 
claimed the injustice of the verdict, and be- 
came the earnest champion of the Porter 
cause: and he was a bold man who ‘dares im- 
pagn the military judgment of U. 8. Grant. 
If Lincoln bad lived, he (Mr. Haynes) believed 
that Lincoln and Grant would have stood to- 
getber in a demand for justice to Fitz Joun 
Porter. 

Mr. Steele of Indiana took the floor in oppo- 
sition to the bill, and premised bis speech with 
the remark: 

“What in thunder are we herefor? Why 
are we discussing Fitz John Porter? 

This question, he said, had been asked by a 
number of members of the House, and at least 
one Democrat hed added taat the Democrats 

were going to vote for it, anyhow. He (Mr. 
Steele) believed that this was true, but be 
would not be deterred from giving the reasons 
why he would vote against it. Pope's famous 
order, he said, sbould ana could have been 
easily obeyed. If Jackson marched that night, 
could not Porter have also marcted? There 
was not a soldier in the House but knew that 
it was Porter's duty to obey the order. Had 
bis gallant friend from Wisconsin (Mr. Bragg) 
received such an order he would not have dis- 
obeyed it, unless he had [failed to obey it after 
trying. 
MR. BRAGG’S “ UNPLEASANTNESS.” 

Mr. Bragg said that he bad marched that night 
on a clear open turnpike, but it had become so 

dark that be bad been com peiled to bivouac by 
the roadside, and had been unable to form a 
line of tents. 

Mr. Steele remembered that the gentle man 
had had a good des! of unpleasantness that 
evening. The gentieman bad found it very 
inecouvenient for his health and that of: his 
command. Jackson bad struck the gentieman 
that night. 
Mx. Bragg replied that he had not met Jack- 

son that night. The night of the 28th he bud 
participated in a battle when be was attempt- 
mg to obey one of Pope's orders to attack 
Jackson, who had 15,000 men at Centreville.

Mr. Steele said that there bed been gallant 
fighting that night, but it bei not deterred 
Jackson from marching bis men. He then | 
went on to show the evidence of Porter's dislike 
for Pope, and while be did not assert that 
Porter was disioyal to the country, there was 

no doubt that be was disloyal to Pope. A 
map of the scene of military operations in 
question baving been hung upon a support in 

tms space in front ot the Speaker's desk, Mr. 
Steele proceeded to point out with a cane the 
movement of the various commanders, in 
order to settle the disputed point as to whether 
‘or not a battle had taken place the 29th of 
August. Many of the members formed a 
semicircle about bim and manifested great 
interest as be elucidated the points which led 
bim to econciude that a severe engage 
ment bad taken place on that date. 
Prominent among his auditors was 
Mr. Oates of Alabama, who lost 
an arm in the engagements under discussion, 
and who frequently interrupted bim with 
‘questions and suggestions, while Hugh Lewis, 
a doorkeeper, who also lost an arm on this 
field, was deeply interested as be heard the 
batties “fought o'er again.”

THE FIRE RECORD, 


HORSES CREMATED IN A LIVERY-STABLE— 
A FAMILY’'S NARROW ESCAPE—OTHER 
BLAZES. 

St. Lovurs, Mo., Feb. 11.—/Special.|—The 
large livery and boarding stable of John P. 
Muilaly, on Broadway and Bates street, was 
consumed by fre at 4 o'clock this morning 
and sixty-two borses burned to death. The 
stable was divided in two stories, the upper 
containing thirty-one borses and the lower 
thirty-four. When the fire was discovered 
three boatiers attempted to rescue the animals. 
and, after running out two or three, were 
stopped at the door by the police, who arrested 
them for thieves. In vain the empioyés 
endeavored to explain that they 
were trying to save their employer's 
stock. The law, as represented by the 
police, was inflexible, and nobody was to get in 
or out. When the firemen entered they ran 
over the dead bodies of the poor animals that, 
but for lack of intelligence on the. part of 
those who sbould nave saved them, died in 
their stalls. Those on the upper floor were sut- 
focated. From the stable the fire swept to the 
Bates School, across an alley, and burned the 
roof off the schooi-house. The joss was $20.- 
000 on the stable. The horses were only lightly 
insured—the Prescott of Boston and Phoenix 
of Loncon, each $2,000. 

Atthe same boura fierce fire broke out in 
the printing establishment of R. and T. A. En- 
nis, No. 120 Olive street, inflicting a loss of 
$30,000. The buildme was four stories and 
was dismantied. The second and third floors 
fell. The insurance on the building is as fol- 
lows:

THE NEW CARDINAL. 


TELEGRAMS OF CONGRATULATION POURING 
IN FROM ALL SIDES—THE FORMAL AP- 
POINTMENT TO BE MADE MARCH 18. 
BALTIMORE, Ma., Feb. 11.—[Special.|—Many 

telegrams of congratulation from Bishops and 
theologians in this country and Europe were 
received by Archbishop Gibbons today. The 
coming Cardinal did not receive any visitors 
this morning, but attended the funeral of the 
Rev. Peter Kunz, a Polish priest. A number 
of Catholic women, prominent in society, drove 
to the Archiepiscopal residence this afternoon 
to tender their congratulations. The Arche 
bishop shrunk from an interview, telling the 
reporters that he knew no more than the news- 
papers regarding his elevation. He had re- 
ceived vfficial iatormation of the Holy Father's 
desire to honor bim, and that was all. 

The official announcement by the Papal bull 
will not be made uatil after the meeting of the 
consistory, March 15. Although Archbishop 
Gibbons is not feeble or aged, he will not re- 
ceive from the Pope the prerogatives demanded 
by the late Cardinal McCloskey. Following the 
example of Archbishop Bayley, who, when he 
found that be needed rest, arranged with the 
Bishop of Richmond to act as his coadjutor, 
with the right of succession, Cardinal Gibbons 
will probabiy ask bis old friend, the 
Kev. Dr. John 8. Foley, a gradu- 
ate of the Roman propaganda and the protégé 
of the four Archbishops of Baitimore of the 
last twenty-five years—Kendrick, Spalding, 
Bayley, and Gibbons—to accept the position. 
Dr. Foley is pastor of St. Martia's Church, one 
of the largest parishes in the city, and is a 
brother of the late Bishop Foley of Chicago. 
Dr. Foley deciined a Bishopric some time since, 
but will no doubt accept the appointment now 
so as tobe raised to coadjutor to the Cardinal 
Archbishop.

THE SUBJECT OF AN ENTERTAINING LEOCT- 
URE DELIVERED AT CENTRAL MUSIC- 
HALL BY CHARLES CHAILLE LONG.

Chaiile Long’s lecture on “Egypt and the 

Soudan.” The lecture was most interesting. 

Col. Long is a slight-built man with a lithe, 

erect figure, a fine head, amd a hand- 

some face. He prefaced his remarks by 
saying that be was a boy-officer during the 

War of the Rebellion on a staff with a Hunga- 

rian officer wuo bad been in the Egyptian serv- 

ice, and it was from this officer that he con- 
ceived his desire for Eastern travel and adven- 
ture. He thea described his acceptance of the 
tender of the position of chief of staff to the 
hero of the Soudan—Gen. Gordon—and pro- 
ceeded to narrate in a vivid style the striking 
incidents connected with the revolt ia Egypt 
and the uprising of the Mahdi. His lecture 
was iilustrated by 100 magnificent stereopticon 
views, each one of which occupied the entire 
width of the stage. The deseriptions of the 
marches of the various armies along the 
banks of the Nile and in the desert, the scenes 
of war in Khartoum, Tel-el-Kebir, and Cairo, 
and the bombardment of Alexandria, were of 
that graphic style that could de 
‘portrayed alone by one who bad himself 
been in the localities at the time and 
who was well acquainted with the subject upon 
which be was taiking. His description of bis 
expedivon with his army of 700 or 800 men 
througb the strange lands towards the mysteri- 
ous source of the Nile was most interesting, | 
and was replete with amusing incidents. |

Warm Complaints as to the Secre- 
tary’s Aceount-Keeping—Changes 
in the Rules. 


Competitive Contest of Members of the 
Ohicago Athenwum for Gold 
Medals, 


When the National Trotting Horse Associa- 
tion met at the Grand Pacific yesterday morning 
for the second day's proceedings President 
Grant called for the report of the committee ap- 
pointed to select names to be placed in nomi- 
nation for the office of Board of Review mem- 
bers. Chairman Tilton began to make bis re- 
port, when Mr. O'Connor of La Salle, III., ob- 
jected, declaring that the amended report of 
the Secretary and Treasurer should be heard 
before any other business came up. This was 
ordered by the Chairman. Secretary Vail then 
stated that with all the books and accounts 
in bis charge at Hartford he covld not 
perhaps give the information desired, as 
accurately as he wished. He would 
state, however, that the money received 
from suspensions bad remained ia his hands 
trom time to time, as a sort of trust fund, be- 
cause it could oniy be so regarded. It cer- 
tainly did not belong to the association, and 
only the action of che Board of Review could 
decide whether it should be returned to the 
depositor or to the association claiming it, or 
what other disposition should be made of it. 
The total amount of what might be called the 
account of obstructed funds was $4,628. Of 
this, $731 was to be acted upon at the next 
meeting of the Beard of Review and $2,127 had 
yet to be paid by members from which it was 
due. Mr. Vail himseit had a claim upon this 
fund of something over $1,600 for money 
which he had advanced for the adjustment of 
claims. There might bave been one or two or 
perhaps more instances in which creditor mem- 
bere bad not obtained their settle- 
ments as promptlyx as they desired. 
Perhaps the association's Secretary might be 
justly called to account for this, but such mat- 
ters were not easily adjusted, and there was a 
great deal of business of this nature to take 
up the time of the Secretary and his assist- 
ants. It was the wish of the Secretary, bow- 
ever, to handle this account, as all others of 
the association, to the satisfaction of the mem- 
bers, and when any claims now pending were 
decided settled by the proper authorities the 
Secretary was ready to draw a check in accord- 
ance with such settlement. It had never been 
the custom to account for this fund before a 
congress of the association, but before the 
Board of Review, and this the Secretary was 
ready to do at any and every meeting of the 
beard. Much discussion followed Mr. Vail's 
statement, and several members remarked alter 
the close of the session that such freedom of 
speech and such open and harsh criticism of 
the work ot the association's officers bad never 


been known at any previous meeting of the 
organization. 

Mr. O'Connor, representing the La Salle 
Driving Park, eubmitted the followmg letter, 
written to Secretary Vail by Secretary Skeliy 
of the La Salle Association, as an exampie of 
what be termed the methods of the present 
officers of the association: 

Dear Sir: Of the list of suspended men and horses 
sent us by you but two horses were here--viz. : 
Westmont and Iris. These two horses were en- 
tered and started through the whole circuit—at 
Joliet and Ottawa—betfore they came here. At 
Joliet and at Ottawa Charles Smith of Eariville 
and M. M. Morse of Pawpaw, III, members of the 
Board of Review, were judges, and they passed 
upon the questions which you raised against West- 
mont and Iris. They allowed them to start und 
ordered their winnings paid to them. I suppose 
you have their reasons for so doing from Joliet and 
Ottawa. In addition to the affiidavits of Joseph Rea 
and Lewis Newgrass, the driver and owner of Iris, 
which were heid at Joliet to be sufficient. they pre- 
sented to us the affidavits of the Secretary of the 
Jennings County Association, and that of the 
judges of the racein which it is claimed time was 
suppressed, copies of which affidavits we herewith 
send you. Under the action of the other associa- 
tions, and with such authorities as Smith and Morse, 
we could not do otherwise than treat them as did 
Joliet and Ottawa. Now, we desire to be distinctiy 
understood as willing and anxious to live up to the 
rules of the National Association, but we insist 
upon being fairly and properly dealt with. It is to 
our mutual intefest to protect each other and 
render to each other its proper dues, and your ex- 
position of the law is probably correct: that you 
allow no credits for deposits retained in possession 
of those who are not creditor members. We have 
notified you of all moneys collected and 
retained by us and for four years we have soug t 
to ascertain whether we are ereditor members 
or not. Why can’t we get a statement from you? 
lf we are in your debt we want to vay you. If you 
are indebted to us we expect you to pay us. We 
notice from time to time horses which we have 
suspended start at other places. We cannot as- 
certain from you whether they have settied our 
claims or not. We are not fault-finders, but we 
submit to you if this is proper, business-like treat- 
ment. It is unjust tous and to horse-owners to 
be 60 annoyed on account of our differences, for 
which you are alone responsible, as we now stand 
and have always stood ready to settie with you. 
More than a year ago Our directors discussed this 
matter, and, being unable to understand the mean- 
ing of your conduct toward us, resolved not to remit 
you a cent of money until you rendered a state- 
ment showing whether we owed you or not. If we 
owe you we willremit. If we don't we won't. If 
We are derelict it is the result of your dereliction, 
and an inspection of the rules which you apply to 
others should induce you to a performance of your 
duty. We desire to mafnhtain friendly relations 
with you, but our reiations can never be smooth 
and businesslike as long as you insist on having 
everything your own way. 


COMPLAINING OF SECRETARY VAIT. 

“This letter.“ continued Mr. O'Connor, 
“upon ite face tells the important nature of 
the matters to which we had called Mr. Vail's 
attention. In order that be should surely re- 
ceive the letter we registered it at the La Salle 
Post-Office. It was mailed Aug. 22, 1885, and 
not unt:l Jan. 22, 1886, did Mr. Vail reply, and 
bis reply was simply a statement of the accounts 
existing between himself and our association, 
referring in no way to the Iris or Westmont 
matters, Or to our statement that horses sus- 
pended on our course had been permitted to 
trot elsewhere before we had been notified of 
any settlement of our claims. Now this is not 
right. It is not business. If members of the 
association cannot receive the protection, 
recognition, and satisfaction which they have 
the right to expect from the officers of the as- 
sociation, of what use is their membership?“ 

Prerident Grant finally interrupted Mr. 
O’Connor in the midst of that member's attack 
upon the metbods of the association's officers 
and the manner in which they had conducted 
the affairs intrusted to their charge. The 
President stated that any complaints which 
members migbt have should be filed with the 
Board of Review. He bad been Chairman of 
that board, and all cases that had come be. ore 
him he had promptly ordered investigated and 
this bad been done. 

“Will you then order any cases I may sub- 
mit to you investigated?” asked Mr. D. H. 
Wheeler of Omaba. 

Fes, Sir.“ 

Mr. Wheeler then submitted papers in two 
cases in which the Omaha Trotting Association 
claimed $60 and interest un the same, said to 
have been collected by Secretary Vail in 1884. 

John Splan. in speaking upon the same sub- 
ject, stated that he knew of one owner who 
bad intrusted $150 to Secretary Vail. This 
amount, he said, must certainly have fallen 
into the sinking fund, for it took eighteen 
months to recover it. 

Mr. Wheeler of Omaha then submitted a reso- 
luuon requiring the Investigating Committee 
to publish a detailed report of its investigation 
of the Secretary’s accounts before July I next. 
Mr. Beman of lowa submitted a substitute 
providing tor the boldmg of a special congress 
at Cleveiand, O., in November next, to receive 
the accounts of the committee.

man's amenament that the present con 
gress acjourn to meet at Cleveland 
for this purpose on the third Tuesday in No- 
vember next, was brought up for considera- 
tion. It was put to vote without discussion, 
and the amendment providmg for the ad- 
journed meeting carried. Mr. D. L. Hall of- 
fered a resolution, which was ado 
ing that the special committee appointed to 
examine and report on the books and accounts 
of the Stcretary and Treasurer be authorized 
to draw upon the Treasurer for all their neces- 


sary expenses, and the Treasurer be instructed | 


to pay such drafts when properly signed by 
the Chairman of the Committee. 

The discussion of the by- avs and rules of 
the assoviation as they had been revised by the 
special committee was then declared in order, 
but attention was drawn by Mr. Wiles of De- 
troit to Art. 21 of the by-laws providing that 


the by-laws could only be repea ed, altered, or 


amended by a vote of a majority of 
two successive congresses of the mem- 
bers and not. otherwise. The view 
was taken by many members that 
this rule handicapped the members in making 
necessary provisions for or agaiust contingen- 
cies that were from time to time arising in con- 
nection with the administration's affairs and 
those of the tracks under its control. 


REVISING THE RULES. 

After nearly two hours of debate discussion 
of the rules, as revised, was begun. The ruies, 
as revised, were read by the Secretary and 
adopted or rejected, according to the sense of 
the congress. The most important changes 
made were as follows: 

Section 8 of Rule 7 was made to read that any 
premium which is withheld from a disqualified 
horse or man, ana which is not distributable 
under the rules to another entry in the race, 
shail revert to the member, instead of the Na- 
tional Association. Section 1 of Rule 18, under 
tne head of Powers of Postponement,”’ was 
amended to read as follows, and the change 
will remove a source of annoyance that borse- 
men bave long suffered from: 

SEC. 1. Rule 18—In case of unfavorable weather, 
or other unavoidable cause, each association or 
proprietor shall have power to postpene to the 
next fair day and good track (omitting Sunday) ail 
purses or sweepstakes, or any race to which they 
have contributed money, upon giving notice there- 
of; and they may exercise this power before or 
after the race has commenced, But no postpone- 
ment shall be allowed beyood the last day of the 
week within which the member has limited its 
meeting; and in any class that has not been start- 
ed by 4 0’clock p. m. of the last day of the time so 
limited the race shall be declared off and the en- 
trance money refunded, provided that the lhmita- 
tion berein shall not apply to stake races. 

Sec. 5 of Rule 28 was .changed to read: 
Ik the judges believe that a horse is being or 
has been pulled.“ or has been ridden or driven 
in other respects improperly, with a design to 
prevent bis winning a beat or place which be 
was evidently able to win, and that such act 
was done on the part of the rider or driver for 
the purpose of throwing the race, or to perpe- 
trate or aid a fraud, they shail have power to 
substitute a competent and reliable rider or 
driver for the remainder of the race, who sbail 
be paid 10 per cent of the amount awarded the 
borse in the race, provided be betters the posi- 
tion of the horse in the race.”* 

Among the most important of the changes 
and amendments adopted is the following: 

Sec. 1, RULES 46.—If any Owner, trainer, rider, 
driver, or attendant of a horse, or any other per- 
son. at any time and in any place, use improper 
language to the officers of the course or the judges 
of a race, or be guilty of any impreper conduct to- 
ward such officers or judges, or persons serving 
under their orders, such improper language or con- 
duct havirg reterence to acts and things connect- 
ed with the adm'nistration of the course or of any 
race thereon, the person or persons so offending 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $100, or by 
suspension or expulsion. 

Sec. 2. It any owner, trainer, rider, driver, or at- 
tendant of a horse, or any other person, at any time 
or place, shalicommit an assault, or an assault and 
battery upon any rider or driver who shail rideor 
drive in @ race by order ot the jadges, or shall 
threaten to do bodily injury to any such substi- 
tuted rider or driver, or shall address to such rider 
or driver language Outrageously insulting, for or 
on account of his services as aforesaid, such person 
80 Offending shall be punished oy expulsion. 

Mr. P. P. Johnston offered an amendment to 
Sec. 4 of Rule 52, the adoption of which reme- 
dies another souree of great injustice to own- 
ers, and makes che track the responsible instead 
of the irresponsible agent of the National As- 
sociation, as has heretofore been the case. The 
section reads as follows: 

Sc. 4. In any case of deposit with any member 
of this associadon. for account of any ciuim ot an- 
other member, Or On accouutof any ciaim of which 
notice has been furnished from the office of this 
association, the deposit shall be forwarded, within 
ore week of the close of the meeting, to the office 
of this association, for custody of its Treasurer, 
pending appropriate action thereon; and it shall 
be the duty of the member receiving any such de- 
posit to notify the Secretary of this association of 
the same, by telegraph when possible, otherwise 
by mail, within forty-eight hours from the receipt 
of the deposit. 

Col. Johnston's amendment as adopted reads; 

Such deposit shall immediately relieve the party 
from said suspension, and the officer receiving said 
deposit shall give therefor a duplicate receipt, one 
ot which the depositor should send by mail to the 
Secretary of this association, and the other shall. 
upon presentation to any other member, be con- 
clusive evidence that the claim mentioned therein 
has been settled. If said member faiis to forward 
such deposit to the National Trotting Association 
as required herein, the said member, the track, and 
all of its officers shail be suspended until the 
amount is accounted for, together with a penalty 
of 25 per cent thereon; said suspended track shall 
not be eligible to membership under any organi- 
zation while said suspension shall continue. 

Followmg tbe adoption of the rules as re- 
vised, resolutions of thanks to the officers of 
the convention and to the press were adopted, 
after which the congress adjourned to meet at 
Cleveland, O., the third Tuesday in November 
next.

Wasbington dispatch says that Mr. Garland's 


connection with the Pan-Riectric Telephone 
scandal was one of the subjects of the Cabinet 
meeting today. Three members of the Cabinet 
Messers. Bayard, Mannjng, and-Whitney—had 
previously expressed the opinion that something 
ought to be done to satisfy public sentiment 
upon this subject. The President a day or 
two ago suggested to Mr. Garland the advis- 
ability of bis giving up the Pan-Electrio stock. 
so that there could be no question as to clean 
hands im pressing the suit against the 
Bell Telephone monopoly, Today Mr. Gar- 
land submitted a letter at the Cabinet 
meeting giving up bis stock to a pubiic institu- 
tion which was not named. This ietter, which 
was submitted in the first rough draft, 
will be carefully rewritten before it is 
given to the public. The next thing 
is to flad a public institution will- 
ing to accept this property. It will 
be remembered that some of the Congressional 
statesmen who tried to get rid of their back 
pay by giving it to public institutions bad 
great difficulty in finding any willing to 
accept it, Senator Morriil of Ver 
mont sent bis back pay all around 
his State without finding such a deposit 
for it. If there was so much trouble then in 
giving away money it is reasonable to suppose 
the dificuity will be increased in this case of 


the Pan-Electric stock, the present value of 


which is exceedingly mythical. 

The fact that Mr. Garland intenas to give up 
the stock, and has so agnhounced to the Cabinet, 
is the important feature of the case. If he 
cannot find a willing public institution, it will 
be easy .enough to destroy it in the 
presence of witnesses, or else return it 
to Dr. Rogers. The Attorney-Genera) has 
never been able to see where be bas been 
wrong in the manner of his acquiring the 
stock; nor does be see today the impropriety 
of his holding it. If be were left to bis own 
will in the matter be would simply do 
nothing. The suggestion was first made to 
him by the President, after conferences with 
some of his Cabinet. All of them agreed that 
Garland's giving up the stock will satisfy 


every requirement of propriety. There 
are a number of people who think 
that Mr. Garland will not remain in 
the Cabinet after the Bell Telephone suit has 
been tried. That, however, since the stock is 
to be given up, is a matter of relatively remote 
speculation. 

A correspondent called upon Attorney-Gen- 
eral Gariand thie evening to ask him to 
whom he intended transferring his Pan- 
Electric stock. Mr. Garland looked surprised 
when the question was put to him. “I have 
not said I intended transferring the stock, be 
said. “I bare said to a number of gentlemen 
three months ago and at the present time that 
I was willing to give up the stock, but 
I do not know any one that would take it. I 
never knew that the stock had a market value. 
I am wiiling to do what is right. I have asked 
a number of gentiemen what I ought to do 
with the stock and they were stumped. ”’ 

There must have been a number of blocks of 
the Pan-Electric stock offered to the members 
of the House, judging by the information upon 
the subject constantly coming up. Speaker 
Carlisie nad the largest offer of all the 
members. Dr. Rogers sent him a block 
representing $100.000 face vatue, This 
stock was sent to the Speaker, coupled with 
the suggestion that the writer hoped he could 
see bis way clear to accept the stock and to 
belp the company wherever be could. 
Mr. Carlisle returned his stock with 
a sharp letter. The fact of tue 
offer to the Speaker was corroborated by a 
personal interview with that gentleman, al- 
though Mr. Carlisle refused to be interviewed 
upon the subject or talk in any way for pub- 
lication. positive story relating to Mr. 
Carlisle should warrant a thorough investiga- 
tion of the whole subject by the House. 


A VERY TROUBLESOME DECISION. 

The recent decision of Judge Blatchford of 
the Supreme Court reversing the decision of 
Judge Wallace of the United States Circuit 
Court io the matter of the suit of Resco M. 
Oberteuffer and others against Wiiliam H. 
Robertson, Collector of the Port of New 
York, bas already had the effect of 
casing the custom-house people a great deal 
of uneasiness concerning the future smooth 
working of the department. Prior to 1888 the 
Government charged duty not only on the 
articles imported, but also upon the 
added cost of inner and outer packing- 
cases, packing, carting. and transportation. 
In 1883, the law levying duty on these added 
costs was repealed. The customs omcers, how- 
ever, continued to lévy duty on the innér cov- 
erings of merchandise, claiming in justification 
that the inner covering was really 
a part of i § the merchandise itselt. 
for the reason that only by its 
use was the merchandise brought into a mar- 
ketable condition. Some importers accepted 
this ruling without question. Many of them, 
however, filed formal protests and entered 
suits against the Treasury Department for the 
recovery of the excess. A large number of 
these suits are now pending, but only one, the 
Oberuteffer case, has reached the Supreme 
Court. 

Oberteuffer sued to reccver $140.80 excess of 
duties paid on three invoices of gloves, re- 
ceived from Germany in July, 1883. The case 
was decided against Oberteuffer by Judge 
Wallace, who eciaimed that the inner 
packing cases and packing cases were 
component parts of the merchandise. Judge 
Blatchford, in the Supreme Court, bas just re- 
ve: this decision, and, in a long opinion, 
says that, by the provision of the new law of 
1883, the charges for cases and packing are no 
longer to be added or estimated, as before, in 
determining the dutiable value of the goods. 

Deputy Naval Officer Couch, in speaking this 
afternoon of the discussion, said that the Gov- 
ernment bad claimed that the expense of the 
eartons or coverings tor dutiable goods was 
necessary to put the goods in position to de 
sold abroad, and that they were therefore part 
of the value of the goods, and must therefore 
enter into the dutiaole value. The carton, it 
was claimed, was not an inc.dent to the trans- 
portation of the goods, but by its use gave 
sale and value to the goods abroad. Mr. Couch 
thought the decision of Judge Blatchford 
wou.d affect all the other cases of the 
same kind now pending against the Treas- 
ury Department, and would cause a 
great deai of trouble to custom-bouse officers. 
It would be difficult, in bis opinion, to make a 
judicious discrimination as to what was duti- 
able and what was not. Tue loss to the Gov- 
ernment would be very great, not only in the 
reduced duties of the future, but in the reini- 
bursement of importers who have paid the ex- 
cess since 1883. 

A BREEZE ON THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 

There was a breeze in the Stock Exchange 
today. One of the leading officers of the Stock 
Exchange resigned, and refused to listen to 
appeals from friends and intiuential members 
of the exchange who desired to have 
him reconsider his action. Tomorrow morn- 
ing official attention will be called to the 
matter. William Potts, who bas been an of- 
cer of the exchange since 1880, first as Assist- 
ant Secretary of the Stock-List Committee and 
later as Secretary that committee, is 
the man. Mr. Potts, who ts Secre 
tary of the New York Civil-Service Re- 
form Association, has made an efficient 
officer and no fault has been found with his 
methods. But the Governing Committee of 
the exchange voted two months ago that it 
would tastitute certain changes in the 
exchange management which would tend

Wiebe bad apparently received asmooth shave 
just previous to coming into court. 

The first witness called for the plaintiff! was 
Matthew Fleming, an aged and gray-heaged 
Irishman. He testified that be was formerly a 
constable, but had no business at present ex- 
cept “taking care of bis bome.“ He was ex- 
amined as to the value of tne lots at Nos. 371, 
878, and 375 Blue Island avenue, and thought 
they were worth at present about $5,500 each. 
The lots at Nos. 484 and 486 West Fourteenth 
street he beiieved were worth about $1,600 each. 
He had known of some lots, without improve- 
ments, situated near the corner of West Four- 
teenth street and Blue Island avenue which 


had been sold for $200 a foot. 

Charles F. Schumacher, gray-headed and 
Gignified, a real-estate dealer at No. 226 Blue 
Island avenue, testified that he considered the 
lots at Nos. 371, 373, and 875 Blue Island ave- 
nue to be worth $225 per foot. The improve- 
ments thereon were worth about $4,500. The 
lots at West Fourteenth street and Blue Island 
avenue he thought were worth $1,400 each 
without the buildings. In answer to Mr. 
Brandt be said he would give $1,200 each for 
the lots at the present time. 

Johan C. Schumacher, son of the former wit- 
ness, corroborated his father’s statements and 
estimated the total value of the property named 
to be about $17,000. He had been in the real- 
estate business since be was 14 years old. 

Mr. Branat—What did you do in the reai-es- 
tate business at that early age? Make mud 
pies? [Laughter.] 

The witness replied that be worked in his 
father’s office, 

Mr. Brandt—You are a dull on Blue 
es, avenue real estate, are you not? | Laugh- 
ec court ruled that the question was not a 
proper one.

He had per- 
sonally decorated the interior of the Moran 
residence previous to the intended marriage. 
Mr. Brandt objected to the testimony of the 
witness, as it was in evidence that Wiebe had 
desired to get married in a public hall, “ac 
cording to the usages in good society.“ The 
plaintiff, however, wanted to have almost an 
entire bouse built to be married in. The ob- 
jection was not sustained. The witness said 
that the decorations cost $1,500. He did not 
know that bis sister-.n-iaw’s wedding bad been

HER OUTSPOKEN BROTHER.

Coal Stocks Were Stimulated by the 
Rumored Perfection of the Big 
Combination.

New Tonk. Feb. 11.—[Special.]—Stocks

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 9, 1886.—George B. Roberts, 
President Pennsylvania Kaitlroad Company—DEAR 
Sin: For the purpose of promoting the reorganiza- 
tion of the Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Com- 
pany under the plan proposed by the reorganiza- 
tion trustees, or some similar plan, a syndicate has 
been formed to raise a fund for the purpose of 
accomplishing the above results. Believing that 
harmonious reiations between the Pennsylvania 
Raiiroad Company and the proposed new company 
are essential to the successful reorganization 
and future prosperity of the latter com- 
pany and its affiliated properties, we de- 
sire to ascertain from you whether the 
Pennsylvania Ratiroad Company, in the event of 
such reorganization, is disposed to establish and 
maintain such relations. The syndicate desires 
that the newly-organized company shall be man- 
aged in proper harmony with your system, inciud-

The syn- 
dicate has no commitments of any kind with any 
railroads or corporations upon the subject, secur- 
ing a management in harmony with the principle 
that capital inyested in international improvements 
should be so managed as to result in a fair return 
in the way of interest and dividends. Their object 
and purpose is to secure the reorganization on busi- 
ness principles for the Philadelphia & Reading 
Railroad bondholders, stockholders, and creditors, 
without prejudice to the relative position or 
either, and in their interest only. To do 
this effectively there must be suitable ar- 
rangements made with the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company and other kindred coal interests 
tor harmonious relations, in order that suitable 
prices may be obtained for coal produced and 
shipped. These objects we sbal! endeavor to se- 
cure, and we now inclose you a copy of a corre- 
spondence with Mr. Roberts, President of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, on these subjects, which 
seems to us sufficient to warrant the syndicate in 
placing reliance upon the assurances given by that 
company. As the reorganization shall proceed our 
effort and expectation will be to bring about satis- 
factory arrangements with all the anthracite coal 
roads and also the trunk lines, which shall secure 
to the Philadeiphia & Reading Railroad, when reor-

ative rates. 

The syndicate have believed that your plan was 
in the main suitable for the purpose of reorganiza- 
tion and that your board was composed of men who 
would command the confidence of all parties in in- 
terest. They therefore prefer to make an arrange- 
ment with you and to aid you in working out the 
pian. But they also think that there should be cer- 
tain modifications as to your organization and also 
as to your plan as follows: 

First—The syndicate would wish two persons to 
be named by them added to your board. 
Usecond— our plan should be made so fiexibie 


as may be found necessary to success. 
Third—There should be an executive committee 
of five to take charge of the foreciosare proceed- 
“ngs, the purchase of the property, the organization 
of the new company, and generaily whatever 
may properly appertain to reconstruction under 


the plan. There should be five voting 
trustees, who should vote the stock 
when deposit unter the plan, and two 


whom the power Of voting on the stock in the reor- 
ganized company should be confided for five years 
after the reorganization. Ihese two committees to 
be composed of parties satisfactory to the syndi- 
cate and the trustees, and shall fill their own va- 
cancies.

Fourth—The compensation to be allowed to the 
syndicate shal! be ö per cent on the amount of the 
syndicate capital.

JUST $25 TOU MUCH, 


THE REAL-ESTATE MEN’S OPINION AS TO 
THE COST OF THEIR LICENSE—THEIR AR- 
GUMENTS IN THE PREMISES. 

The real-estate men have a grievance-—one 
that reaches down into their pockets, They 
are compelled by the city autnorities to take 
out a yearly license, the cost of which is $25, 
or just $25 more than they think they ought to 
pay. The point especially made by them, as 
will appear from interviews published below, 
is that they are the only commission men 


‘who are compelied to take out a license, the 


Board of Trade people having fought against a 
similar *“‘bardship’’ and won. Furthermore, 
they claim that many escape taking out 
licenses, and that, therefore, those who. do 
comply with the ordinance in this respect gain 
nothing by it. 

Several real-estate commission-men were 
seen yesterday. They all said the license was 
an outrage, inasmuch as it offered them no 
protection. J. C. Magill said: To look at the 
matter selfishly, I would prefer to have the li- 
cense $500, or even $1,000, per annum, but I 
know that this would bea great hardship to 
many worthy and industrious men in our busi- 
ness. As totne license, high or low, I con- 
sider itas unjust for real-estate dealers and 
agents to be compelled to take out a license as 
it would be to compel dry-goods or bardware 
dealers todo the same. It is virtually saying 
that they, like people in certain other lines, re- 
quire police regulation, and that they increase 
municipal expenses, which are the two rea 
sons given for licensing those in the liquor 
and certain other branches of business; next, 
because the real-estate men pay taxes on the 
property they buy and sell and on their per- 
sonal property, thus bearmg their share of the 
burden. And iu this connection it might be 
well to say that many law firms sell more or 
ess real estate for themselves or their clients. 
If it is right for us to pay a license, why not 
for them? 

“Though not yet called upon, I have had my 
check sent in for one license, because under 
the laws as they now stand it ‘s legally right 
that I should pay it. it is unjust and undigni- 
fied in my opinion to require us to pay this.“ 

T. B. Boyd complained bitterly. It was his 
belief that a good many lawyers sold prop- 
erty on commission for their clients. He had 
no receipt, he said, for the $25 he bad paid for 
tne license, and the worst ot it was the Mayor 
had the power to revoke bis license whenever 
be wanted to. “As it is,“ he said. a good 
many outsiders sell property on commission 
and run us out, so the license does not protect 
us.“ He thought there were several offices in 
the city where three or four real-estate com- 
mission-men were together under one license. 

Harvey T. Weeks said be kept a renting 
agency and only dealt in real-estate occasional- 
ly. He continued: “I don’t think a real- 
estate man sbould object to paying a license. 
There are a few rent-collecting ageucies dealing 
in real-estate on commission, but | do not think 
they should be taxed; but be who makes a 
business of buying and selling property in the 
City of Chicago sbould get icense.”” Mr. 
Weeks said he would pay for a license if cailed 
upon to do 60. 

Mr. J. F. Kinney said that to impose a tax 
on men who have done more to build up the 
City of Chicago than any other profession 
was an outrage. They might as well, he said, 
tax every industry and profession; then the 
real-estate men would not kick. It had been 
the case right along, be said, for lawyers to di- 
vide a commission with him when they got 
him to sell property tor their clients. ISDall 
pay under protest, he added, just as I have 
been doing right along.”’ 

Upon the reporter making some inquiries it 
appeared that a large number of lawyers sold 
real estate on commission, and some bought 
and sold. They, however. claimed it was for 
their clients only, and that it would be ex- 
tremely unjust for them to be forced to pay a 
license. A member of a firm of lawyers said 
his firm never advertised. Occasionally he 
sold property bimself on commission, and 
sometimes he divided with real-estate agenu- 
cies. Their taking care of estates often gave 
them the opportunity to profitably dispose of 
some of them, both to their clients and them- 
selves, and they accordingly did so. Some of the 
lawyers charged no commission but a fee in- 
stead, while others charged both fee and com- 
mission. 

‘Judge Trumbull and myself,“ said Corpo- 
ration-Counsel Winston, “took two cases to 
the Supreme Court to test the question. One 
of them was the case of a real-estate broker 
aud the other that of a commission merchant 
who dealt in goods on commission, not having 
them in possession. Both of these cases were 
decided in favor of the city, the court 
holding that the city had the right to 
require a license of all brokers—that 
a man who bought and sold real estate 
on commission was in law a broker and could 
be required to pay the fee ($25) under the 
ordinance. Astoa commission merchant it 
was decided that, inasmuch as part of his busi- 
ness was a broker's business—that is to say, he 
sold on commission goods of which he had no 
possesesion—he was obliged to pay a license, 
notwithstanding the fact that the bulk of his 
business was that of a factor—selling goods of 
which he had possession. I understand some 
of the commission-men have taken out a 
license, but those who do business as factors 
have not. If a lawyer sells real estate on com- 
mission he is undoubtedly required to pay the 
license fee, and he can be successfully prose- 
cuted if he does not. It is simply a question 
of evidence. If any real-estate men object be- 
cause other dealers who buy and sell on com- 
mission have not paid, all they have to do is 
to furnish the city with the evidence of the 
fact, and I have no doubt the Collector will 
prosecute them. A license is required 
of each individual broker, and there can 
be no clubbing together and doing business 
under one license unless there is a partnership 
and the commissions are divided among the 
members of the firm. There are a lot of men 
on the Board of Trade known as brokers. 


Some bave taken out a license, all will have to 


do 80, and also all other brokers.” 

A list of between 1,000 and 1,200 brokers,”’ 
said City-Collector Onahan, has been made 
up from the best information we could get. 
They were notified to take out a license, and 


quite a number have done so. The 
Law Department has been so busy 
until recently that no proceedings 


could be commenced against delinquents. 
Now, however, the bringing of suits has be- 
gun. One bundred summonses have already 
been served by a constable, and another batch 
of fifty more will be given to him next week. 
It is the intention to include all the brokers 
who are liable. I certainiy have no desire or 
jntention to discriminate as between classes. 
Commission men who are factors are not cov- 
ered by the ordinance, but all persons doing 
business for others, whether in insurance, 
real estate, money changing, grain, or other 
merchandise, are required to take out a li- 
cense, and we will reach every one we can. In- 
stead of complaining against the pro- 
cedure they ought rather to com- 
plain of the excessive indulgence that 
has been shown them, because the 
law is plain and should have been executed 
last May. They have been given reasonable 
notice both by circular and in the newspapers. 
We have done all that can be expected. The 
sods thrown at them bad no effect. Now we 
will see what stones wili do. A great many 
bave claimed exemption on the ground that 
they were working on a salary. Upon making 
an affaavit that they were not engaged in the 
brokerage business they were let off, because 
we didn’t think a man would perjure 
himself for $25. real-estate men, 
asa rule, have paid promptiy, but the Board 
ot Trade ana other merchandise brokers have 
not. list of Board of Trade brokers is now 
e up, and summonses will be served 
xt week. It may be true that some 
lly evade the law, but as far as oppor- 
tunities are given us we propose to enforce the 
ordinance vigilantly without reference to ind 
viduals or classes. The prosecutions will be 
vigorous all along the line. 

The records of the Collector's office show 
that since May 1 only 218 licenses have been 
issued—124 to aig dealers, seventy-one 


one-fifth of the brokers in the city are doing 
business legitimately. Those who bave vo li- 
cense cannot collect any commissions in case 
of dispute, as they have no standing in court. 


The E'ection Commission Resolved 
to Exercise the Full Bent of 
Its Authority. 


Politicians Realizing that Only Good 
Men Must Go Before the Pub- 
lic as Candidates, 


More “Silk-Stockinged” lection Judges 
and Olerks Appointed Yesterday— 
The Eighteenth Ward. 


The judges and clerks of elections for four 
more wards were selected by the Election Com- 
mission yesterday, and the Fifth, Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, and Eighteenth Wards completed. 
The lists of the Twelfth and Righteenth con- 
tain a great many “silk-stockings.”” The 
Eighteenth Ward was made up by Mr. Hoff- 
man himeeif—that is, the Democratic part of 
it; and be is proud of bis work. More than 
that, he says, be will not budge an inch, but 
hold the mén up to the letter of the law and 
make them serve. He is not disposed to be 
tyrannical, he says, but where a principle 
is involved be will not yield. Only 
ill health, or old age, or other physical dis- 
qualifications will be accepted as an excuse, 
The Twelfth Ward list also contains a number 
of highly respectable and many wealthy citi- 
zens who will for the first time be made ac- 
qualuted with practical politics and cure the 
evil of bad judges by acting themseives. Some 
of those appointed may try to escape service, 
but they should remember that while they will 
have to serve fora year as judges, yet there 
are compensations. The Election law provides 
that one term of service as a judge or clerk of 
election shall exempt a person from similar 
service for three years after expiration of such 
first term of service, and also from grand and 
petty jury duty during a term of service as 
judge or clerk of election, and for two years 
thereafter. A business-man may think it worth 
while to get rid of the annoyance of jury duty 
for three years. 

The Commissioners yesterday transacted no 
other business than the selection of judges. 
Only the Beventh, Eleventh, Fourteenth, and 
Fifteenth Wards remain to be completed. They 
Will be finished today. 

energy of the Commissioners is begin- 
ning to bear fruit already. Politicians are 
gradually realizing that only good men must 
go before the public as candidates, and it will 
not do to pack conventions in the interest of 


" unscrupulous, or at least upreliabie, candi- 


dates. The effect of the law will de feit at the 
primaries, and thence ali through the various 
Stages of the Canvass to the day of election. 
The Commissioners bave noticed this effect al- 


ready in the general talk of their 
political friends. The line between the 
reputable Democrats and “the gang” 


is becoming more distinct from day to day. 
The Commissioners are liberally anathema- 
tized, but the only effect it bas upon them is 
to make them all the more stubborn in their 
efforts to carry out the law. The situation is 
such that the Democratic members of the 
Election Commission must either yield to the 
gang or precipitate a rupture that may never 
be healed. The former course is entirely out 
of the question and only the latter remaias. 
And the Commissioners know it. The lan- 
guage of Mr. Corkery tosomeof the persist- 
ent kickers is not always very polite, and Mr. 
Hoffman is not endeavoring to gain anybody's 
good will, even in bis own party, if it can only 
be done at the expense of the Election law. 
The machine Democrats therefore complain 
that Mr. Raymond is * bossing’’ the commis- 
sion. The selection of judges in the Eight- 
eenth Ward by Mr. Hoffmann shows the tend- 
ency of the commission. The list is beadei by 
Stephen F. Gregory, and the materia! and in- 
fluence of the Iroquois Club is clearly visible. 
The ‘* kicking” against the selections of the 
commission is gradually subsiding. It was 
comparatively quiet around their office y ester- 
day. Messrs. Hoffmann and Corkery were vis- 
ited at the former's law-office by some who 
bad objections tO make, but were not trou- 
bled so much as before. In carrying out the 
law according to its spirit the Commissioners 
pursue their own interest. At a meeting of 
the Democratic County Committee some time 
ago it was threatened to put a Judge in the 
County Court next fail who would look bet- 
ter atter the interests of the party” and ap- 
point real Democrats on the Kiection Commis- 
sion. This threat to elect acorrupt County 
Judge can be frustrated by the honest voters 
under the new law. Judge Prendergast has 
often regretted that the office of County Judge 
would become a political one by the operation 
of the new law, instead of remaining non-par- 
tisan, like the rest of the judiciary.

FILLING TWO GRAVEYARDS, 


HOW THE BULLINER-RUSSELL VENDETTA 
LED TO MANY VIOLENT DEATHS, ONE 
HANGING, AND NUMEROUS PRISON SEN- 
TENCES. 

@ St. Lovis, Mo., Feb. 11.—[Special.]|—The re- 

cent arrest of Tom Russell in Carbondale, 

Jackson County, III., has revived interest in 

the most bloody vendetta ever fought in this 

country, which resuited in the almost com- 
plete extermination of four powerful families. 

Russell is beld on two indictments for murder 

in the firatdegree, which have been pending 

ten years. 

Among the prominent families of farmers 
living in the western portion of Williamson 
County, lilinois, in 1872 were the Russells, 
Bulliners, Hendersons, Cranes, and Sisneys. 
There were several grown sons and daughters 
in each family. and one of the Bulliner buys 
kept company with one of the Misses Russell. 
The latter was betrayed in the early part of 
1873, and the Bulliners and Russells ceased to 
be friends. LElection-day, in 1873, they had a 
pitched battle at a small polling-place called 
Craneville, in which two Builiners and one 
Russell were wounded. Then the friends of 
the combatante espoused their cause untila 
half-dozen families were involved on each side. 
Dec. 12, 1878, old man George Bulliner was 
shot from ambush and killed just inside the 
Jackson County line while on bis way to Car- 
bondale. He died cursing his unseen foes, and 
calling on his boys to revenge his death. 
March 28, 1874, while David Builiner, one ot 
the boys, was returning from church with a 
woman named Mrs. Stansill in a buggy, he was 
shot from a hedge and killed, and his com- 
panion dangerously wounded. 

The families were opposed in this wise: the 
Russells, Sisneys, and Hendersons against the 
Bulliners, Hinchchffes, and Rudds. The score 
at this point stood two to notnmg in favor of 
the Russells. The night of the 15th of May, 
while Joseph Henderson was standing on his 
own doorstep, he was shot and killed and a 


man named Jacob Ditmore wounded. Two 
days later Ditmore was ambusbed and killed 
with a load of bucksbot, thus tying the score. 
Oct. 24 Dr. Vincent Hinchcliffe, while on his 
way to Carbondale on borseback, was shot 
from behind and killed. One month later 
Levidus Rudd received a load of buck- 
shot in the side while plowing, but re 


shot, but recovered. Aug. 9 he was shot with 
a rifle, the ball passing through bis body, but 
he again recovered. Dec. 12, 1874, just one 
year after the death of old man Bulliner, be 
was at home surrounded by bis eight children 
and a neighbor named James Hindman, when 
“crash” weut the glass in the window and 
Sisney fell mortally wounded and Hindman 
dangerously. Two weeks later John Russell 
was killed on the streets of Marion, and the 
new year of 1875 opened with following bal- 
ance-book of death;

killing of tne Bulliners, and Jobo Bulliner, 
Allen Cook, Jed Crane, Jim Crane, and L. 
Rudd were wanted for the killing of Sisney, 
Detmore, and Henderson. John Bulliner was 
arrested and sent up for life, but was lately 
pardoned. The two Hendersons, Cook, Coyle. 
and one Crane were sent up to Joliet for long 
terms. One of the Cranes was hanged at 
Murphysboro, IIL, for xilling G. W. Sisney. 
Tom Russell escaped and returned a short time 
ago and was arrested and reieased on bond, 
nearly all the witneses against him having met 
violent deaths since, The four families were 
nearly deciarated and two graveyards were 
started in the vicinity during 78 and 74. 


MOB OUTBREAK AT DAYTON, O,

It is equally clear, however, that the Bell 
Company has little or nothing to fear from 
the Pan-Electric concern, and that the outcry 
in regard to the latter is intended simply to 
raise clonds of dust and obscure the real 
issues. Inall the tirades against the Pan- 
Electric concern and its stockholders there 
has not been a syllable of proof to show that

The 
McClellan-Fitz John Porter combination had 
succeeded in procuring his defeat, but even 
this was not enough. He must be removed 
from the East entirely, and the success of 
this movement is shown in the letter of Hal- 
leck to MeClellan relieving Pope, and as- 
signing him to command without even ex- 
tending the courtesy to Pope of acquainting 
him with the change, but leaving him to 
learn it from McClellan’s orders, after he 
had been given to understand that his course 
met with the fullest approval both of Hal- 
leck and the President. Gen. Pope’s first 
intimation of the change came in an order 
from McClellan to have his command ready 
for marching at once. In dismay, if not in 
actual despair, Gen. Pope asks Halleck: 
** What is my command and where is it? Me- 
Clellan has scattered it about in all direc- 
tions and has not informed me of the posi- 
tion of a single regiment. Am I to take 
the field and under McClellan’s orders?” He 
asks for some order which shall define his 
status. At last came the order: The 
Armies of the Potomac and Virginia being 
consolidated, you will report for orders to the 
Secretary ot War.” Suppose those armies 
had been consolidated before the battle. Sup- 
pose that McCiellan had obeyed his orders 
and united with Pope’s army. The disaster 
of the second Bull Run might have been a 
victory. | 

Meanwhile Gen, Pope had been assured 
that his defeat was not his fault by the Presi- 
dent, the Secretary of War, and by Halleck. 
If not his fault, whose was it? He himself 
in his plain, blunt way located the authors 
of that disaster—Fitz John Porter, Griffin, 
Franklin, and McClellan, and every one who 
has studied the official records now knows 
that his assignment of blame was correct. 
They were responsible for the disaster. 
They planned it for his ruin if possible, at 
least for his entire removal from command 
in the Eastern department. And they succeed- 
ed. With the aid of the politic Halleck, who 
never heard the whistle of a bullet, the hard 
Western fighter was ordered to St. Paul to 
look after Indian troubles. Gen. Pope found 
time to free his mind to Halleck from that 
distant post, and he did so in a vigorous man- 
ner. His letters now read like the warnings 
of a prophet. It would have saved Halleck 
much trouble had he heeded them. It would 
have saved the country many dollars and

Hancock was a gallant soldier 
and never deviated one jot in executing his 
orders until the Presidential bee began to 
buzz in his bonnet. | 

Strictly speaking, Hancock had no ‘civil 
career.” He was christened for Winfield 
Seott, and from childhood looked forward to 
a military career. Unlike Grant and Sher- 
man, he never led the life of a civilian, and 
from the time he entered West Point he re- 
mained in the military service of the Govern- 
ment up to the day of his death. It would 
have been better for his happiness and his 
fame it he had been content to play the part 
for which he was fitted and had made no at- 
tempt to enter the political arena. The un- 
easy desire for political distinction led him 
to attempt to become a party leader while 
still holding a commission as Major-General. 
It is a notable circumstance that when Han- 
cock joined hands with the men he had fought 
in the field he forgot the first duty of a sol- 
dier and no longer rendered implicit obedi- 
ence to superior authority, but failed so sig- 
nally in the discharge of his functions that 
he was compelled to ask to be relieved of his 
command and transferred to a post where his 
political sympathies would not interfere with 
obedience to orders. When at last honored 
with a Presidential nomination Hancock 
showed no ability asa political leader, and 
his part in the campaign of 1880 is memora- 
ble only tor his extraordinary blunder in pro- 
nouncing the tariff ‘‘a local issue.” Hancock 
was a brilliant soldier, but unfitted by habits, | 
temperament, and training for success in po- 
litical life.

he cannot gain in one capacity without losing 
in the other unless the increased amount paid 
for production applies only to his own trade. 
Hyndman, however, would increase the 
amount paid for production not in any one 
industry but in all. The immediate result 
would be an advance in the prices of pro- 
Visions, clothing, boots and shoes, and all 
other articles which workmen are compelled 
to buy. If they had the power to do so each 
class of producers would inerease the cost of 
its own products, and hence in effect cut 
down the purchasing power of the wages 
paid in all other industries. A 10 per cent 
advance in wages would do the producer no 
good when the price of everything he had to 
buy was boosted up in the same degree. 


The shoemaker is a producer only in his 
own trade, and in his dealings with the 
butcher, the baker, and the candlestick- 
maker, as well as with all other workmen, 
he must occupy the position of a consumer. 
If it were possible to rearrange industries ac- 
cording to Hyndman’s theory some workmen 
might be able to advance their wages sooner 
than others, and thus gain a temporary ad- 
vantage at the expense of their fellows, but 
the ultimate effect would be a general rise of 
prices that would counterbalance the benefits 
toany class. Wages might be nominally en- 
hanced, but they would certainly be de- 
creased in purchasing power as the result of 
giving producers control over the amount 
paid for production. Hyndman’s theory is 
one-sided, contradictory, absurd, and de- 
serves notice only because such fallacies are 
finding a lodgment in the minds of many 
who are persuaded to look upon them as 
truths. 


The trouble in England arises from the 
monopoly of the land. Many other causes 
are operating to depress the industries of 
Great Britain, but back of all of them is the 
evil of land monopoly. Exorbitant rents and 
oppressive landlordism drive the people from 
the country into London and the other cities, 
where they are unable to find employment 
for the reason that there is not enough work 
for all. Four-fifths of the population of Lon- 
don belong to the working classes, and even 
with the necessaries of life at low prices the 
greater portion of them find it a sore problem 
to obtain a miserable subsistence. In En- 
gland the class comprising those who en- 
joy without working” levy an oppressive tax 
on those who work without enjoying,” and 
the cornering of the land in the country leads 
naturally to the appearance of hungry 
mobs in the overcrowded cities. In France, 
where the land is held mainly by a class of 
peasant proprietors, the people are able to 
maintain themselves with greater comfort 
notwithstanding the exorbitant taxation laid 
on them by the Government. In any coun- 
try where a class secures a monopoly of the

Tue investigation of the Broadway Sur- 
face Railroad scandal in New York is being 
greatly hindered by the illness of valuable 
witnesses whose testimony cannot be dis- 
pensed with.

Sharp testified a few days ago that he dis- 
bursed nearly a million dollars to parties 
whose names he could not recollect, and that 
he was unable to remember in whose favor 
he drew single checks tor hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. Now that it has become 
desirable to test the memory of the witness 
by a searching cross-examination it is said 
that Mr. Sharp is afflicted with heart-disease 
and liable to expire in the box if closely 
questioned. The public will learn of Mr. 
Sharp’s infirmity with great regret. He 
bas been such an active, hard-work- 
ing man heretofore that he was 
supposed to be in reasonably good 
health. But while capable of being about 
and attending to ordinary business why 
should he dread the witness-stand? Any 
man in tolerable health ought to be able to 
make a calm statement of the truth without 
becoming excited or overtaxing the valves of 
his heart. We believe the fluttering of Mr. 
Sharp’s heart has been due to the enormous 
amount of lying he has been doing. Of 
course, a witness determined to cover up the 
truth and hide one prevarication with another 
must go on the stand prepared for an effort, 
but if Mt. Sharp desires to make a plain, 
simple statement of the truth he ought to be 
quite as safe in the witness-chair as in his 
own chamber. It will not endanger his life 
to tell the truth. The New York World in- 
timates that Mr. Sharp, after the legislative 
investigation has been concluded, may be re- 
quired to answer a charge of perjury ln some 
court having jurisdiction of the matter.

THE CONSPIRACY AGAINST GEN. 
POPE. 

The hitherto unpublished correspondence 
between Gen. Pope and Gen. Halleck just 
subsequent to the second Bull Run battle, 
printed in Tue Trrsvune of yesterday, is the 
sequel to the information which has lately 
been made public concerning the events which 
led up to that disaster and the cause of the 
disaster itself. To tell the whole disgraceful 
story it is necessary to go back a little in the 
literature of treachery, that we may have the 
complete details of the conspiracy not only 
to defeat Gen. Pope at Bull Run, but to use 
that defeat as the means of retiring him from 
the East entirely. 

At the time Gen. Pope assumed command 
of the Army of Virginia McClellan was 
in command of the Army of the Potomac, 
and commenced his retrograde movement to- 
wards the James River, which allowed the 
enemy to throw his whole force between 
Pope and McClellan in overwhelming num- 
bers and threaten Washington. The danger 
was at once realized, and notwithstanding the 
efforts of the President to get the two armies 
united McClellan’s siowness and evident de- 
termination not to come to Pope’s assistance 
made it possible for Lee, with nearly the 
whole of his army, to confront Pope at Rap- 
pahannock Station and for Stonewall Jack- 
son to move on Manassas Junction and get 
in between Popeand Washington. The rest 
of the disgraceful story is well known. If 
McClellan had been slow, Fitz John Porter 
was still slower, and added to the offense of 
his slowless the still greater offense of dis- 
obedience of the orders of his superior offi- 
cer atacritical moment. Indifference was 
reinforced by treachery, Our readers are 
familiar with the pretenses, exploded often, 
by which Porter has sought to excuse his in- 
famous conduct in not attacking Jackson, 
when he had the largest and freshest corps 
(almost wholly composed of regulars) in the 
army. He was a worthy second to McCiel- 
lan in falling back out of harm's way. When 
the battle was in progress and the sound of 
the guns was in Porter's ears all day, he 


disposition to obey orders under any circum- 
stances, and for this reason pronounced him 
most loyal, most obedient, most completely 
satisfactory.” Continuing in this strain of 
eulogy Gen. Sherman said that Hancock 
never questioned an order,” but was loyal 
to the backbone and willing to execute any 
order whether he approved it or not.” 
This tribute to Hancock is eminently 
just and will be approved by soldiers and 
civilians alike without a dissenting voice. 
Fidelity was one of Hancock’s chief merits 
as a soldier, and on all occasions during the 
War his superior officers could depend upon 
him to execute his orders faithfully whether 
he approved them or not. When in the 
field Hancock held unswerving allegiance 
to the doctrine that obedience is the first 
duty of a soldier; but it is a strange circum- 
stance in his career that in the only con- 
spicuous service rendered by him after the 
close of the War he showed just the op- 
posit disposition, and instead of executing his 
orders vainly attempted to set them aside 
and substitute policies of his own. In what 
is known as Hancock’s “civil career” he 
was distinguished for qualities the opposit 
of those he displayed in the field. 


When Gen. Hancock took command, in 
1867, of the Fifth Military District, com- 
prising the States of Louisiana and Texas, 
he was still a soldier and had no authority 
whateyer except that of a military officer. 
He was sent there to execute an act of Con- 
gress which specifically defined his duties, 
and yet in issuing Order No. 40 and General 
Order No. 1 he went directly counter to the 
law. Gen. Garfield was none too severe 
when, in reviewing Hancock’s course in: 
Louisiana, he said: 


This General was sent into the District of 
Louisiana and Texas with a iaw of Congress in 
his band, a law that commands bim to see that 
justice is administered among the people of 
that country and that no pretense of civil 
authority shall deter him from performing bis 
duty; and yet we find that officer giving lect- 
ures in the form of prociamations and orders 
on what ougbt to be the relations between the 
civiland military departments of the Govern- 
ment. 

Gen. Hancock had no authority to issue an 
order or perform any act except as a military 
officer of the United States. If the status at 
that time in Louisiana and Texas was one of 
peace, then the only persons who could ex- 
ercise any of the powers of Government 
were the officers elected by the people, If, 
on the other hand, he was there as an officer 
of the United States it was his duty to obey 
his orders and enforce the law. In regard to 
Hancock’s duty in Louisiana Gen. Garfield 
well said: 

It is not for him to search the defunct laws 
of Louisiana and Texas for a guide to his con- 
duct. It is for bim to execute the laws which 
he was sent there to administer. It is for him 
to aid in building up civil governments rather 
than to prepare himself to be the Presidential 
— — 8 party — gave dim no 
sympathy when was an the 
dat tles of his country.

But the party which gave Hancock no 
sympathy when fighting the battles of his 
country” would be certain to appland him 
for any attempt to baffle the reconstruction 
policies of Congress. Nothing that Hancock 
ever did at Gettysburg or in the Wilderness 


would have gained him a Presidential nom- 


disposed to admit the self-evident truth that 
the official rates themselves are very unfair 
to Chicago and tend to drive the business 
away from us in the interest of other points 
in the West, which is even more unfair than 
if they ignored all alike and worked strictly 
on a through-rate policy.

It says 
in language not to be mistaken that if, as 
they allege, the principal trunk lines (in the 
West) have lived up to their agreement to 
insist on tariff rates from other points 
that covenant itself is a delusion and 
a snare. We have heretofore pointed out 
the fact that the tariff is a standing discrimi- 
nation against the business of this city to 
the extent of fully three cents per bushel on 
every pound of grain that moves eastward 
from the Mississippi, this discrimination be- 
ing additional to that incident to the greater 
cost of transfer here as compared with 
country points. The position of Tue Tris- 
UNE is that the differential rates are iniqui- 
tous and ought to be abolished ; that any agree- 
ment to be satisfied with them if they are 
maintained is itself a glaring wrong based on 
an entire misconception of the equities of 
the case, and that the sooner the merchants 
of this city waken up to the necessity of in- 
sisting on justice at the hands of the rail- 
roads in this respect the sooner will they in- 
terpose to prevent the utter ruin of our trade 
in grain, our mercantile business, and our 
manufactures. The longer the wrong is 
suffered to exist the worse does it become, 
and the more positive are the aggressors that 
they are only exercising a prescriptive right 
in making rates to suit themselves without 
consideration of the rights of the men or 
communities who are threatened with ruin 
by their discriminations. 


A SOCIALIST LEADER’S WEAK LOGIC. 

In a recent interview Hyndman, the Lon- 
don Socialist leader, advanced a theory by 
which he undertakes to explain labor trou- 
bles in the United States and France as well 
as in England. He declares that the real 
cause is universal that producers have no 
control over the amount paid for produc- 
tion.” The inference is that if producers 
had control over the amount paid for produe- 
tion they would greatly increase it with the 
expectation of benefiting themselves. Any 
man capable of putting two thoughts to- 
gether ought to see what would be the re- 
sults if producers shoald have exclusive con- 
trol over the amount paid for production. 
Every producer is also a consumer, and while 
interested in increasing the amount paid for 
production in his own trade has the same 
motive for decreasing it in every other. How 
would a laborer be benefited by an increase in 
the amount of his wages if there was a corre- 
sponding advance in the necessaries of life 
and the cost of living? The trouble with a 


rule of this kind is that it must work both 


them with violence if they remained, they 
could not embark without tickets, and the 


larger number of them had not money 


enough to pay their passage. At this junct- 
ure the law-abiding people of the place, al- 
though they are not friendly to the Chinese 
population and would rejoice if they were all 
removed, determined that justice should be 
done, and that if they wanted to remain they 
should do so at whatever hazard. They at 
once appealed. to Gov. Squire, and he re- 
sponded with promptness and decision—not 
only in restoring order but in protecting the 
Chinese in their unquestionable right to stay. 

Under the Governor’s orders the militia 
were called out and they escorted the Chi- 
nese back to their homes in the midst of the 
hootings and derision of the ugly mob of 
hoodlums. When they were pressed too 
closely, and at last were in actual danger, 
the hoodlums refusing to disperse, they were 
ordered to fire, and they did so with such 
good effect that at last they scattered the mob. 
For over an hour they held their position, 
protected the terrified Celestials within their 
square, and conducted themselves with the 
courage and coolness of veterans. The 
court had guaranteed protection to the Chi- 
nese, and the militia did its duty in enforcing 
that guarantee. As the next move warrants 
for assault were sworn out against the militia, 
but they were powerless, as Judge Green de- 
cided that they were officers of his court and 
were only performing their duty. The an- 
tagonism of the hoodlums towards the Chi- 
nese was now transferred to the militia, and 
at last became so dangerous that Gov. 
Squire left no doubt who was in authority 
by declaring martial law and thus placing 
Seattle under military government. He 
then made his appeal to the President for 
reguiar troops, and after considerable un- 
necessary delay they arrived upon the 
ground in sufficient numbers to establish 
order and maintain it. At Olympia, where 
there appears to be no National guard, the 
responsible citizens of the place established a 
home guard, and, having qualified as Deputy 
Sheriffs, undertook the duty of preserving 
the peace and protecting the Chinese from 
mob violence. They succeeded in their work, 
and not only took good care of the Celestials, 
but arrested the ringleaders and had them 
bound over for trial on the charge of rioting. 

The action of the people, both of Seattle 
and Olympia, will commend itself to the 
whole country, at least to all persons who 
have a respect for law and the dignity of 
self-government. They have shown their 
ability to govern themselves under circum- 
stances of unusual aggravation, for the anti- 
Chinese sentiment in that Territory is as de- 
termined and perhaps more so than at any 
other point on the Pacific coast. They have 
felt more keenly than their neighbors the evil 
effects of cheap Chinese labor, ahd with the 
desire to get rid of its appealing tu them they 
have determined first that law shall be re- 
garded, that so long as the National author- 
ity has promised protection to the Chinese 
they shall have it, and that they shall not be 
stripped of their property or driven off by

AN IMPORTANT CASE IN LIVERPOOL.

IRISH AFFAIRS. 

4 GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION OF THE WAY IN 
WHICH PARNELL QUELLED THE GALWAY 
REVOLT. 

Lospox, Feb. 11.—[Via -Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Bribune.|—I am abie to give a com- 
plete and veracious statement of the Galway 
election matter which, judging from the wild 
reports printed here, must have deeply exer- 
cised Irishmen in America. The trouble arew 
out of Mr. Farnell'e secretive way of acting. 
Without holding a consultation, and yet wün- 
out meaning to give offense, whica it is safe to 
say be wul never do again in like manner, he 
authorized Capt. O’Shea’s candidacy privately, 
consulting only one of his colleagues vaguely. 
This member became alarmed and raised a 
revolt along the whole line. Mr. Biggar and 
Mr. Healy, refiectmg the spirit of the whole 
party at the moment when it was believed that 
O'Shea was- merely intriguing to get the in- 
dorsement which he professed to bave, started 
for Galway to nip the thing in the bud. 

As soon as they had gone members in Dub- 
lin learned that Mr. Parneli was really backing 
O'Shea, and became panic-stricken. They be- 
gan wiring Mr. Biggar and Mr. Healy to return 
and also flooding Mr. Parnell with dispatches 
imploring bim to disavow Capt. O'Shea, be- 
sides sending him a united telegram to the 
same purport. Mr. Parnell in turn wired Mr. 
Biggar at Galway urging bim on the score of old 
friendship not to persist in his course. Biggar 
was implacable, and answered t the couuec- 
on with Capt. O'Suea was ruinous, and that if 
be came to Galway he would inevitably be 
beaten. The town, be said, was wild over Mr. 
Lynch, who was about the brightest and nicest 
young man in Connaught. He is a well-to-do 
miller and a leading spirit of the place. The 
local fervor of the antipathy to Mr. O'Shea 
carried the two visitors along on ite current. 
They telegrapbed to the men in Dublin that 
Mr..O'Shea bad not a ghost of a chance, 
and fancied that they had carried their point. 
Their purpose wus not mutiny, but an effort 
so to discredit Mr. O’Sbea that Mr. Parnell, 
whom they supposed to be ouly slightly com- 
mitted to him, would draw back. They reual- 
ized that it woula be a grievous piece of folly 
to wreck the whole cause over such a charac- 
terless fop as Capt. O'Shea. Their mistake was 
that they simply underrated Mr. Parnell's 
sense of his ovligation in the matter. 

In the meantime Mr. Parnell arrived in Dub- 
lin and got signatures to a manifesto uphold- 
ing hisleadersbip. Mr. Dillon and over a score 
of others refused to sign it under the 
circumstances. Practically every one who did 
sign it made as a qua ification that they were 
opposed to Mr. O'Shea and only signed it be- 
cause the issue of Mr. Parnell's authority was 
raised, but none of these reservations appeared 
in pyint. Mr. Healy and Mr. Biggar would have 
signed the same manifesto if they bad been 
asked to sign it, for they never dreamed of dis- 
puting the leadership of Mr. Parnell. He came 
to Galway, as they éay, without biuffs or 
threats, and his rough reception and own quiet 
bravery, saying be would be dragged to 
death through the mud by a mob before he 
would relinquish the position he bad taken in 
the interests of Ireland, did more than any- 
thing else to touch the chord of; sonal fealty. 
Mr. Healy said he would rather cut his own 
throat than see the indignity of defeat offered 


‘to bis clef, and he was as certain as he was of 


sunrise that defeat would come if the direct 
issue was fought out. This consideration gov- 
erned-the settlement, for the defeat of Mr. 
Parnell's candidate would have destroyed the 
cause in Pariiament. Mr. Lynch and the 
Galway leaders saw the thing in the same 
light, and it was arranged that Capt. O’Shea 
should take the oath the same as the rest. He 
will be incontinentiy kicked out if there should 
be a breath of suspicion of his conduct. There 
is also an understanding that he shall never 
stand for Galway agaip, and that Mr. Lynch 
shall fu the first future vacancy in the party. 
This offered an honorable way out of the diffi- 
culty, and was accepted by ali concerned. Mr. 
Biggar is still a little sore; and Mr. Healy is 
deeply pained. There are reports that be has 
an idea of testing the leadership, but this will 
blow over. In fast, there are likely to be good 
results followmg the affair from an Irisd 
point of view, for Mr. Parnell wul not act on 
his own initiative again. 

In the Parliamentary contest in Galway to- 
day Mr. O’Sbea received 1,017 votes and was 
elected. Mr. Lynch received 65. The vote for 
Mr. Lynch was purely formal. 

{In the previous election the Parnellite majority 
was 1,171 out of a total vote of 1,499. Galway has 
a population of 19,171 and an electorate of 2,279. 
Galway was formerly entitled to two seats, and re- 
turned two Liberals in 1868; a Conservative 
Home- Ruler anda Liberal in 1874; a Conserva- 
tive Home- Kuler and g Home- Ruler in 1880. 


Ata meeting at Galway this evening Mr. Par- 
nell, who was loudly cheered, congratulated 
the electors upon the unity they had displayed, 
and thanked them for the confidence they bad 
shown in him. This tribute, be said, was the 
noblest he had ever received, and was an lud“ 
cation of the speedy triumph of the national 
cause. Mr. O Connor, member of Parliament, 
also spoke. He predicted that an Irish Parlia- 
ment would sit in Dublin within two years. 

The positive refusal in a letter of Mr. T. D. 
Sullivan, Lord Mayor of Dublin, to acquiesce 
in the candidacy of Mr. O'Shea, who, as stated 
above, was elected to Parliament for Galway 
today, bas given Mr. Parnell considerable con- 
cern, and it is not likely that Mr. O’Shea's 
election has convinced Mr. Sullivan that bis 
opposition was a mistake. The loyal support 
which Mr. Michael Davitt has given to Mr. 
Parnell has, however, largely reduced the 
influence of Mr. Sullivan's defection and great- 
ly steadied the confidence of Mr. Parnell and 
bis friends. It is understood that Mr. Giad-

LONDON’S HOWLING MOB. 

IT HAS SUBSIDED—RELIEVING THE 58 
TRESS—FEARS OF TROUBLE AT BIRMING- 
HAM. 

Lonpow, Feb. 11.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
bie to The Tribune.]—The popular clamor for 
Hyndman's arrest bas not yet influenced 
the authorities to take him into custody,

in consultation with his lawyers several bours 
today, and your correspondent conversed 
with bim about 5 o'clock. He expressed 
bimeelf as being quite ready to answer 
any charge that may de brought 
against him whenever it shall suit the conven- 
lence of the authorities to arraign him. Hynd- 
man is confident that the Government cannot 
make a case against him without involving Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Chamberlain, who he said 
hae abitually used in their public speeches 
language equally conducive to contempt of the 
laws for the protection of property with his 
own. Mr. Chamberlain, be declared, had often 
made speeches more violent in temper than 
those made in Trafaigar square by Burns and 
bimeelf. “In sbort,”” said he, “if certain 
members of Parliament and Cabinet Ministers 
have not overstepped the limit of the law I 
feel perfectly confiaent that I am sately within 
its pale.“ 

Yesterday's panic bad a much more dis 
astrous effect upon business than did Monday's 
riot, and trade in that part of the city in which 
it is usually the most active was virtually sus- 
pended. The actual extent of the distress which 
prevails in the metropolis has been very much 
understated yesterday's estimate of 50.000 idle 
workmen being too low by half. The moral 
effect of the riots is probably the heaviest biow 
which the disturbances have deait to London. 
Official action, or inaction, bas subjected ber 
citizens to the suspicion of cwwardice, and 
shaken European confidence in the sociai 
streagth of England. 

The morning press is almost unanimously 
severe in attacking the Home Department and 
the police for its incompetency in allowing 
thieves and tramps to focus themselves with 
the few aposties of anarchy without taking 
precautions that might have been taken by a 
Village dogberry. Even the Radical Chronicle 
grows posifively savage in excoriating 
the Ministry and the policeheads. A writer in 
the Morning Post calls attention toa fact that 
seems an irony of fate. Mr. Broadhurst, Un- 
der-Secretary of State for the Home Depart- 
ment, is in charge of the police. In 1872, as 
the ringleader of a great strike, be was under 
the strict surveillance of the police. The 
Telegraph speaks of the police paralysis Mon- 
day as an epileptic fit caused by an absurd 
alarm. 

The News says: With seventeen years’ ex- 
perience the Head Comuwissioner, Sir Edmund 
Henderson, will of course be called to strict 
account for the amazing collapse of authority 
which will lead to the disgrace of London in 
the eyes of foreigners. 

The Times contents itself with publishing two 
cdlumne ot letters, which are strung indict- 
ments of police inefficiency. One great Regent 
street firm narrates that on making a call at 
Scotiand Yard to ask where the riots were pro- 
ceeding anu what measures of precaution had 
been taken the Inspector, as to the first query, 
referred it to the evening papers, 
and, as to police precaution, answered: 

ou had better close your establishment at 
once.” 

The 11,589 constables of the police force are 
well selected, brave, and competent men, but 
it has loug been the opinioa of many officiais 
that the four Commissioners and three Super- 
iatendents are so set in grooves, bound by red- 
tape, and slow as to be inefficient commanders 
of a force. There is little doubt now from 
the inquiries I made today that changes in the 
beads will shortly be made. 

Lonponr, Feb. 11.—No disturbances are re- 
ported in any part of London tonight. Public 
confidence is restored. The Government has 
caused circulars to be sent to officials through- 
Out the gountry inquiring Into the extent of 
the distress existing among the working peo- 
pie out of employment and inviting sugges- 
tions as to the best measures fur the relief of 
the sufferers. Everything was quiet in the 
metropolis this morning. Tradesmen reopened 
their shops and business proceeded as usual. 

Three hundred unemployed workingmen 
called again upon the Lord Mayor today to 
urge upon him the necessity of doing some- 
thing to relieve the distress among the unem- 
ployed ot London. 

The Lord Mayor courteously received the 
deputation and promised to personally assist 
the distressed people so far as bis means would 
permit him. He added that the Lord Mayor's 
fund for the relief of the distreased poor 
of the city, which had been started Tuesday, 
already amounted to £6,000. 

Aman named Murray, who csrried a red 
flag in Monday’s procession, has been arrested. 
He will be tried on the charge of inciting the 
mob at Hyde Park. In the meantime be has 
been removed to prison, where he will remain 
until be succeeds in furnishing heavy securt- 
ties for good behavior for three months. 

The crown solicitors have advised the Gov- 
ernment that a conviction can probably be ob- 
tained of the Socialist leaders who took part 
in the mob proceedings of Monday. Such 
conviction would entail two years’ penal servi- 
tude on each defendant. 

The mass-meeting of the unemployed of the 
southeastern part of London, called to assem- 
ble in Deptford tonight, has been postponed 
until Saturday. 

Six hundred police recruits bave been en- 
gaged for service by the Government in Lon- 
don. The new men will goon duty at once, 
apd while waiting for their uniforms will wear 
plain clothes, with a badge on the left arm. 

The movement for the relief of the unem- 
ployed workingmen is spreading to the pro- 
vincial towns. Two thousand rations and a 
large quantity of clothing are distributed in 
Glasgow daily. That the existence of the dis- 
tress is owing to the severity of the winter is 
undisputed. 

Mr. Hugh Childers, the Home Secretary, as- 
sured a deputation of tradesmen who waited 
upon bim today that efficient measures would 
be taken to secure order and restore public 
confidence. 

It is stated that Burns and Hyndman, the 
London Socialists, will speak at Birmingham 
next Monday. The police there profess to en- 
tertain fears that the meeting will be attended 
with rioting, and are adopting precautions. A 
number of unemployed workmen paraded 
there today. 

The placards posted in Birmingham calling a 
meeting of unemployed workmen for Mon- 
day next are beaded: 

Come, thou thousands! Why starve amid 
plenty? Justice to the starving poor! 

A large meeting of unemployed workmen 
was held at Norwich last night for the purpose 
of urging the authorities to give the unem- 
ployed laborers and mechanics work on new 
barracks, schools, and jails, instead of employ- 
mg convicts. Similar meetings were held at 
Jarrow aud elsewbere.

FRANCE. 
THE COURT OF INQUIRY SAYS THAT COL 

HERBINGER WASN'T “SOMEWHERE IN 

THE REAR DRUNK.” 

Pars, Feb. II.— The military court which 
has been investigating the history of the disas- 
ter to the French army at Langson during the 
Tonquin war has acquitted Col. Herbinger, 
who had charge of the French troops at the 
time, from all biame for the disaster. 

[Col. Herbinger was sent home to be tried by 
court-martial, and two days after reaching Paris 
sent back to Tonquin, where the new Commander- 
in-Chief, Gen. de Courcy, declined to prosecute 
him. Dec. 1; 1685, his predecessor. Gen. Briére de 
Isle. who had only just arrived in France, in ex- 
amination before the Tonguin Committee, exoner- 
ated M. Ferry from the charge of garbling dis- 
patches [which charge caused Ferry’s downfall), 
took on himself the responstbility of the advance 
to Langson, and did not hesitate to ascribe the re- 
treat of the French to the fact that Col. Herbinger, 
on whom the command devolved, owing to Gen. 
Négrier’s wound, was in a state of intoxi- 
cation which prevented his being abie to dis- 
charge his duty. He stated that it was well known 
that Col. Herbinger was addicted to intemperance, 
and that he was inebriated when he gave the order 
to retreat from Langson, which nothing could jus- 
tify. Headded thatif by some lucky chance the 
bullet that disabled Gen. Négrier had struck Col. 
Herbinger the retreat from Langson would never 
have taken place, and he would not have sent his 
telegram of March 28, which was written on the 
information supplied him by Col. Herbinger. These 
charges against Col. Herbinger created al! the 
more sensation as that officer has a high reputation. 
He has been a professor at the Stat College, was 
budly wounded during the second siege of Paris, 
and has been speciaily mentioned in orders on dis- 
tinguished service. His friends reasonably urged 
that if he were the habitual drunkard which Gen. 
Briére de Plsle represented him to be, it was at 
least singular that he should not have suspended 
him, and allowed him to proceed On arisky expedi- 
tion as second in command. Gen. Britre de i'isle 
also mentioned that political considerations bad led 
to the abandonment of the prosecution of Col. 
Herbinger. That officer demanded a court of in- 
quiry, with the stated result.) 

A SOCIALISTIC MURDER INDORSED. 

In the Chamber of Deputies today M. Basly, 
the new workingman Deputy, defended the 
striking iron miners at Decaze ville for breaking 
into the residence of the Superintendent, M. 
Watrin, and trampling him to death. M. Basly 
spoke with great violence. He delivered a 
Socialistic harangue, dwelling on the bard- 
ships which the miners were compelied to en- 
dure, and declared that, under all the circum- 
stances of the case, the killing of M. Watrin 
was a “popular act of justice.“ The President 
of the Chamber repeatedly called M. Basly to 
order, without, however, tempering his ian- 
guage. 

M. Basly offered an interpellation which re- 
solved itself into a motion of want of confi- 
dence In the Government. The motion was 
rejected by a vote of 801 to 188. x 

[Another correspondent sends the following: 
The London outbreak has caused tradesmen 
and b6useowners to fear for the safety of their 
property, und their misgivings found rapid 
means of communication to the lower strata. 
The incendiary speech delivered by M. Basly 
in the Chamber of Deputies today, designed to 
inflame the public against the foolisk and 
demoralizing orders issued to the 
army by M. Boulanger, Minister 
of War, increased the murmurings of the 
Proletariat and these and other causes nave 
bad their effect upon M. de Freycinet, who is 
in turn alarmed. It is stated tonight that the 
Premier will within a very short time effect a 
radical change in the personnel of his Cabinet, 
pot merely with a view of strengthening bis 
Government, but really in the bope of being 
able to prevent its almost inevitable over- 
throw.] 

[Four men and one woman were arrested for 
the savage murder of M. Watrin, and twenty per- 
sons. among them numerous witoesses, were taken 
as accessory. The crime was peculiarly atrocious. 
A crowd broke into Watrin’s house and literally 
beat him to death. The woman who was arrested 
as one of the principais, Pendaries by name, and 
quite a young person, jumped on M. Watrin when 
he was lying bieeding on the ground. The Mayor 
of Decazeville, not only forbade the local troops 
to leave their barracks, profesaing himself quite 
able to deal with the mob by persuasion, but act- 
ually refused the assistance of two gendarmes 
when the dangerous intentions of the crowd became 
only too manifest. Bye-witnesses state that 
women, and even children, were more savage thau 
men in their brutal treatment of M. Watrin when 
he was lying unconscious on the ground. The 
Socialistic press of Paris published articles ap- 
proving of the crime. | 

THREE NEW “SCIENTISTS.”’ 

Edouard Hervé, M. Léon Say, and M. Leconte 
de Lisle have been elected members ot the 
French Academy of Science. 

The election of M. Léon Say and Edouard 
Hervé has met the hearty ap»vroval of 
the advocates of silver currency, both 
gentiemen being ardent believers in the free 
coinage and circulation of that metal. The 
election of M. Hervé has apother significance 
in the fact that he is editor of Le Soliel, an Or- 
leanist journal which reflects the signal agility 
of its masterspirit and his loyalties to the 
cause he espouses. The election of M. Hervé 
is one of the many things which poiat toward 
a reaction. 

{Edouard Hervé, a French journalist and pub- 
licist, was born May 28, 1835, at St. Denis (Lie de la 
Réunion), and, was the son of a professor of mathe- 
matics in the village school. He was educated in 
Paris at the College Napoleon, where he graduated 
with honors. He obtained the prize for philosophy 
in 1854, and subsequentiy became connected with 
the normal school. Drifting into journalism, he 
for a time was under the imperial ban, but when 
new press laws were put in force, in 1867, he with 
M. Weiss founded the Journal de Paris. He has, 
since the Republic was formed, been a prominent 
figure in political and literary circies, his Histoire 
des ldées Libéraies en Angleterre creating a 
great sensation at the time of its publication.] 

[Léon Say is the best financier in France. Son 
of Horace Say and grandson of Jean Baptiste Say, 
his very blood is, so to speak, impregnated with 
political economy. A small pamphiet written by 
him at the age of 22, and his contribations to the 
Journal des Economistes prove that he had not only 
carefully and assiduously studied the works of bis 
grandfather and father, but that he had read the 
English economists with no less advantage. By 
his family position as well as by his inherited 
fortune and precocious intellectual matarity, M. 
Léon Say was called when still young to important 
positions. He was with M. de Rothschild looked 
up to as one of the best and most active directors 
of the Northern Railway., and has since belonged 
in the same capacity to other important companies. 
His relations with the press were equaily due in 
great part to his family connections. M. Léon Say 
married a daughter of M. Bertin the elder, the ed- 
itor of the Journal des Debate. Atter the war he 
was made Prefect of the Seine. Noone could have 
directed the shipwrecked vessel of the City of Par- 
is after the storm of the Commune better than 
he. He then became Minister of Finance under 
Thiers. As Ambassador to London he added to his 
diplomatic reputation. He was elected President 
of the Senate in Muay, 1880, and his term of office 
was renewed, after some contest. He is a man of 
strong character, both honest and disinterested, 
and among his minor accomplishments he under- 
stands the art of good living. The best dinners in 
Paris are served in bis salle & manger; the finest 
wines are stored in his cellars; there is nota 
trasby articie of furniture in his house or a bit of 
garish bric-a-brac. Mme. Léon Say is an exquisi 
at and literary, without bemg a bluestock- 
ing. ‘

THE BOYOOTTERS AT WORK—BISMARCK DE- 
NOUNCED BY FRIENDS OF THE POLES— 
MEETINGS. 

The Boycotting Committee of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly met at No. 125 Clark street last 
might to consider the boycott placed on the 
nails made by the Calumet Iron & Steel Com- 
pany at Cummings. Representatives of vari- 
ous unions—the carpenters’ among others— 
who bandle the nails were present, and 
it was decided to enter into a vig- 
orous boycott.

Resolved, That we request all local divisions of 
the locomotive engineers to request the with- 
drawal ot the advertisement trom their journal. 

Superintendent Hand of the Water Devart- 
ment suspended Chief Clerk Gilbert yesterday 
afternoon for disobedience of orders, and as- 
signed John M. Fanning to the place. Gilbert 
bas been in the office over fifteen years and 
chief clerk for about four. Tue Great 
Western Railroad Company bought se- 
eral ‘houses on Meagher and Jefferson 
streets, but could not get possession, 
tae occupants refusing to move. All except 
one ortwo bad paid their water-tax for the 
current six months, dut the water was shut off 
from all the houses. The occupants who had 
paid, of course. complained, and Superintend- 
ent Hand learned that the order to shut it off 
had been given by Gilbert. Hence be sus 
pended him. 

A number of palace-car conductors gathered 
at the Pacific yesterday and talked over plans 
for a beneficiary organization tor the palace- 
car conductors of North America. A meeting 
to perfect the organization was calied for next 
Wednesday. 

The High Court of the Independent Order of 
Foresters, in session at the Palmer, continued 
the revision of the constitution of the order 
yesterday. The total disability clause was 
amended to provide for the payment of the 
full endowment instead of weekly benefits in 
such cases. The sessions will probably con- 
clude today. 

The Bankers’ Club gave its fifteenth dinner 
last evening at the Hotel Richelieu, about 
sixty members and guests atteading. ‘* The 
Improvements in the Work of City Coilection,”’ 
was the subject for the evening. Plans of a 
bureau to facilitate city collections, which ex- 
tend from the Stock-Yaras to Lake View, and 
from the lake to the prairie west of the limits, 
were discussed, with the probable result of the 
establishment of such a bureau by the banks. 

A large crowd was in the hall at No. 63 Ew- 
ma street last night to denounce Bismarck and 
his expuision of the Poles from Germany. The 
speakers were: August Spies and B. Rau, in 
German, and Dr. N. Mafeski and W. Siominski 
in Polish. Spies drew a picture of the condi- 
tions the Poles had been thrown into, and told 
how Poland had been robbed and divided by 
the high brigands ot Europe. If 
Prussia did not like the Poles _ it 
had no business to steal Poland. He said that 
Bismarck wanted the Poles to abandon their 
nationality and become International sts. It 
was their duty to resist wrong, and as such 
they must look upod the outrage. It was 
necessary to take some steps to place the 
course of Germany in the rightline. He or- 
fered the following resoluuons, which were 
unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, The decree of Bismarck against the 
Poles is the most barbaric infamy of any despot 
and tyrant of modern times; and 

WHEREAS, The outrage against the Poles cannot 
be looked upon as being directed against the much- 
oppressed people of ogre | Poiand, but as one 
against the human family, of which all nationali- 
ties are alike members; therefore 

Resolved, That a large demonstration be held to 
raise an effective protest against. the banishment 
of the Polish peopie trom their homes; and, 

Resolved, That all people of this. city, regardless 
of nationality, be invited to take "part in this 
demonstration; and, 

Resvived, That such papers as the Staatz-Zeitung 
and Freie resse, which have not only indorsed but 
recommended the outrage against a peaceable 
people, be boycotted. 

The other speakers followed, denouncing the 
outrageous manner in which Bismarck had ex- 
pelied the Poles. A committee of four was 
chosen to arrange an anti-Bismarck demon- 
stration. 

J. MeCullen, the conductor of a South Hal- 
sted street car, bad his pocket picked of $15 
worth of tickets and $1.65 in change by some 
person who was on the car. Mike Parkison, 
12 years oid, is the supposed chief and is under 
arrest. 

About 6 o’clock p. m. yesterday Bill Haisch 
and Harry Williams got into a fight in Sebas- 
tian Heppsck’s saloon, corner Desplaines and 
Randolph streets. Haisch was behind the bar. 
He picked up a bottle, struck Williams on the 
head, aud then ran out of the place. Will- 
jams was taken to bis home, No. 160 
North Desplaines street and a doctor was called 
and removed some splinters from the outer ta- 
bie of the wounded man’s skull, but said the 
injuries might not prove fatal. About an bour 
later Haisch returned to where the assault was 
committed to find out how his victim fared 
and was arrested and locked up at the Des- 
plaines Street Station.

A PROMINENT DEMOCRAT PLACES HIMSELF

CINCINNATI, O., Feb. 11.—[{Special./—At a 
public meeting of the Committee of One Hun- 
dred tonight Mr. Joseph P. Carbery, a prom- 
inent Democrat and a most reputable citizen, 
made an effective speech in which he said: 

1 wish you gentlemen to understand that so far 
this non-partisan committee has confined itself to 
the discovery and prosecution of those who have, 
as the base instruments of as yet undetected 
scoundrels, debauched our elections, made of them 
a sickening, disgusting farce, until the degenera- 
tion became so intolerabie that in very despera- 
tion some prompt work becaue an 
act of self-preservation. Society must be 
saved at the cost of a terrible purgation. But it is 
not only well to punish political knavery; it is 
eveu better to prevent it. I think among reasona- 
bie men there can be little disagreement on this 
proposition. This consideration brings me to the 
point, “How to prevent the filling of 
our offices by corrupt men,“ and that, 
in turn, opens the door for a 
review of the primary movements of the people 
and their actions in convention. As long as up- 
town rings, kid-glove clubbists, and “ boodle” 
newspapers go down with pockets full of green- 
backs to corrupt and “fix” a ward, and unfortu- 
nately find men base enough t sell 
their franchise for a few contemptible 
dollars, as long as that style of things 
continues, perhaps it is hopeless to regenerate the 
wards. We must not only utterly defeat all candi- 
dates on general tickets selected by such proc- 
esses, but see to it that they do not clutch the 
usutruct of their villany. We shail need some 
beipful legisiation in this work, and some excei- 
lent bills are now prepared with this end in view.

What 
I mean is, the expansion of this committee 
Until a non-partisan body of at least 5,000 shal: 
stand together holding the balance of power be- 
tween the rival parties and throwing their united 
power against the bad nominations.

Preliminary Arrangements for the 
Burial of the Dead 
General. 


The President Cannot Attend the Fun- 
eral—A Fund to Be Raised by 
Friends. 


Funeral of Gen. W. R RowleyThe Rer. 
Dr. J. M. Sturtevant—Other 
Matters. 


New Tonx, Feb. 11.—The widow of Gen. 
Hancock enjoyed a good night's rest and was 
much refresbed this morning. The guards in 
the chamber with the body last night were 
Lieuts. A. W. Vogdes and W. B. McCallum, 
During today Lieuts. J. E. Sawyer and O. E. 
Ward wereon duty. Dispatches and letters of 
condolence continue to pour in from all parts 
of the country. 

Gen. Hancock died poor, and the fact being 
known to bis friends and comrades a subscrip- 
tion fund bas been started for the widow. 
The plan was originated by Gen. W. F. Smith, 
Get. J. B. Fry, William Burns, and T. L. Crit- 
tenden. J. Pierpout Morgan is Treasurer of 
the fund. These sums have been signed: 
Samuel J. Tilden, $1,000; William R. Grace, 
$500; M. B. Brown, $250; Jobn D. Crimmins, 
$250. The circular accompanying the subscrip- 
tion paper says the General was kept poor by 
the calls upon his official bospitality and the 
constant charities which he gave to those in 
distress. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 11.—As soon as it 
became known bere that Gen. Hancock bad no 
adequate fortune to leave his widow a move- 
ment was set on foot to raise a fund tor her 
benefit. This fund has been started by the 
gift of $1,000 each by Messrs. A. J. Drexel and 
George W. Childs, and tne gifts have been 
coupled with the promise of “more if neces- 
sary.” 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.—The Secretary 
of War and several prominent army officers 
will go to Philadelphia Saturday to receive the 
remains of Gen. Hancock, and Will accompany 
them to Norristown. A detachment of artil- 
lery with guns bas been ordered to proceed 
from Philadelphia to Norristown to fire a mil 
tary salute over Gen. Hancock's grave. This 
will be tne only military ceremony on that oc- 
casion, as the funeral is to be a private one. 

The President desired to attend the funeral 
of Gen. Hancock, but finds that it will be im- 
possible for him to do so, The Cabinet will be 


represented by Secretary Bayard, who will act 
as a pali-bearer, Secretary Endicott, and pos- 
sibly one or two others. Secretary Whitney 
will not be able to attend, but will detail a 
number of officeis to represent the navy. 

RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 11.—By order of Gov. 
Seales the State and National fags have been 
placed at balf-mast on the Capitol, to so re 
main until after the funeral of Gen. Hancock. 
The Mayor has ordered the flag placed at hajf- 
mast on the City-Hall and Court-House. 

SPRINGFIELD, III.. Feb. 11.—(Special.}—At a 
mecting of the association organized to erect 
a monument to the memory of ex-Gov. Richard 
Yates resolutions of regret on the death of 
Maj.-Gen. Hancock and of condolence with the 
bereaved family weie adopted. 

New York, Feb. 11.—/(Special.|—The formal 
certificate of Gen. Hancock's death was re- 
corded at sanitary headquarters today, signed 
by John H. Janeway, M. D., Major and Sur- 
geon, United States Army. It stated that the 
primary cause of death was a maiignant 
carbuncle. and the second immediate 
cause diabetes. Dr. Janeway, in discussing 
Gen. Hancock's death today, said he first be- 
came somewhat anxious about bis condition 
two years ago, when, by the pitching of a 
steamer on which the General was going to 
Sandy Hook on official business, he was thrown 
against the gunwaie and his leg 
was injured in such a manner 
that ag abscess formed. Dr. Janeway then 
wanted to make a thorough examination of 
Gen. Hancock’s system, but the General re- 
fused to allow it. Eight months ago he refused 
a request of the same nature and 
wanted to know why he was bothered 
about such a matter. Dr; Janeway thinks 
the General may have bad an idea that his sys- 
tem was not in first-rate condition, but bad 
made up bis mind not to have any doubt he 
might feel made a certainty, as his father had 
died from diabetes and his mother from soften- 
ing of the brain, caused by kidney troubles, 

The remains were taken from the bier this 
afternoon and placed in a steel casket, dressed 
in the uniform of a Major-General.- The fol- 
lowing order was issued tonight:

No orders for spe- 
cial decorations having been received from 
army headquarters, the only outward mark of 
respect in Chicago shown to Gen. Hancock's

THE REV. J. M. STURTEVANT, D. D. 

JACKSONVILLE, III., Feb. 11.—| Special. — The 
Rev. J. M. Sturtevant, D. D., ex- President of 
lilinois College, died at 7 a. m. today at his res- 
idence in this city. The result was due to old 
age and hastened by the recent loss of his wite 
and son-in-law, Mr. J. H. Palmer. 

[Dr. Sturtevant wai’ born in Connecticut in 1805 
and educated at Yale College and Theological Sem- 
inary. He joined there the famous Tale Band.“ 
which had for its object the founding of colleges, 
churches, and schools in the Mississippi Valley, 
and bent all bis energies to that work. He was 
married to Miss E. M. Fayerweather of New Ca- 
naan, Conn., in 1829, and soon after started for 
this place. In the following January the college 
was formally opened with nine students, the 
subject of this sketch occupying the Chair of 
Mathematics and Natural Philosophy until 1840, 
when he was made President, holding the position 
for thirty-six years, when he resigned, but con- 
tinued to teach nine years more. He contributed 
to a number of papers and periodicais and he pub- 
lished two able works—the Keys Sect” and 
“ Economies "’—while in his study is the manu- 
script of several more. He had a National reputa- 
tion in ecciesiastical circles and was frequently 
tendered positions of great honor at prominent 
gatherings. He possessed a vigorous intellect and 
never wavered in his opinion. He was very largely 
identified with the growth of Congregationalism in 
the West and did much to promote the spread of 
that organization. He was devotedly attached to 
the college and gave it the labors of a lifetime. 
Though so highiy honored he was a man of great 
simplicity of character and entirely destitute of 
pride. He leaves two sons, three daughters, and 
ten grandchildren. } 


FUNERAL OF GEN. W. X ROWLEY. 

GALENA, III., Feb. 11—{Special. |—The funeral 
of Gen. W. R. Rowley, Grant’s military secre- 
tary, took piace here this afternoon and was 
the most imposing demonstration of the kina 
ever held in this city.

For 
a number of years Mr. Thompscn bag suffered 
with heart-disease, but this particular attack 
was brought on from exposure in the perform- 
ance of Eis official duties as Government 
Timber Inspector.

JOHN CONNELL 

John Connell, one of the oidest Irish resi- 
dents of Chicago, died yesterday at his bome, 
No. 356 Fulton street, after an illness of about 
ten days. The cause of his death was pneumo- 
nia. His birthplace was Sligo, Ireland. Born 
in the year 1825, be remained in his native 
country until his 20th year, when he went to 
Scotiand and worked on one of the early rail- 
road lines of that country. He returned in 
three years, went to England, and returned 
again to Sligo fora wife. Afver another short 
sojourn in England, during which he was mixed 
in the political excitement of the time, he set 
sail for America, arriving in this country in 
1854. He came at once to Chicago. For many 
years be worked in the elevators of Sturges & 
Buckingham, where bis office was to keep 
the machinery oiled. About 1869 he 
left this position and found employment at the 
North Chicago Rollmg-Muls. Mr. Connell was 
a friend of Frank Agnew, and when Agnew 
was elected Sheriff Connell became assistant 
jailer and turnkey. While on duty one night 
he was knocked down by some prisouers, who 
took the keys away from him, let others out of 
their cells, and escaped. Sheriff Kern ap- 
pointed him bailiff in the Criminal Court. 
When Mayor Harrison was elected Connell 
obtained a position as Inspector of 
Sewers, .which position he had since 
retained... Connell was a leader among 
the Irish people, by whom his friendship was 
highly valued. He organized Father Mathew's 
Total Abstinence Society and the Roman Cath- 
olic Total Abstinence Society on the North Side, 
and was prominent in the land league and 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians. The funeral 
Will take place Sunday. Mass will be said in 
St. Columbkill's Churen at 12:30 p. m., and a 
special train will bear the mdurners and their 
friends to Calvary Cemetery. Mr. Connell 
leaves a widow and eight children. Four sons 
are living, three in Chicago and one in Denver. 
Of the four daughters three are married and 
one lives at home. 


NORTH AND SOUTH, 


SIX CANADIAN MOUNTED POLICE KILLED— 
CATHOLIC BISHOPS PROPOSE A REFORM— 
THE MEXICAN SECRETARY OF WAR’S OR- 
DER AGAINST SMUGGLING. 

Kinaston, Out., Feb. 11.—Friends in this vi- 
cinity have been advised of the killing ot six 
of the mounted policé near Regina. They 
await the confirmation of the report. They 
have also been informed by their Northwes 
correspondent that a rebellion is likely to occur 
in the spring. 

MONTREAL, Que., Feb. 11.—A dispatch from 
Edmonton says: At the police barracks here 
and at Fort Saskatchewan the men are still in 
a state of insubordination, and are doing much 
as they please. At the latter place recently 
some of them became intoxicated, and after 
locking the commanding officer in his room 
continued their debauch. The citizens await 
with considerable interest the outcome of the 
affair.” 

Quesec, Feb. 11. — [Special.] —It is, an- 
nounced that one of the principal object? for 
which Archbishop Taschereau of Quebec has 
called a Provincial Council of Bishops, to be 
neld here in May next, is to obtain their Lord- 
ships’ sanction to an ecclesiastical measure 
which will have more effect in stamping but the 
plag ue of electoral corruption in this province 
than all tne civil or erimiual legislation ever 
framed. The council will be asked to decree 
that all cases of the sale of their votes by 
electors shall be constituted, like perjury, re- 
served cases, or, in other words, when peni- 
tents at confession admit to baving sold their 
votes they cannot reeeive absolution except 
from the Bishop or ordinary of their diocese. 

ToRONTO, Ont., Feb. 11.—| Special. |—The Do- 
minion Live-Stock Association commenced its 
first annual meeting here this morning. There 
was a large attendance. The old officers were 
reéiected. Thesystem of indorsing drafts by 
agents of old-country dealers was denounced 
as being more detrimental than any thing else 
to legitimate trade, and a motion was passed to 
that effect. It was decided to establish an in- 
surance company amongst the members for in- 
suring cattle in transit between Canada and 
Engiand, and $40,000 stock was subscribed in a 
few minutes. 

STRATFORD, Ont., Feb. 11.—[Special.|—For 
some time past two sisters, Mrs. Tank, a 
widow, and Miss Riebe, 87 years old, have lived 
bere in the same bouse. Today the discovery 
was made that Miss Riebe was dead. Interro- 
mation elicited from Mrs. Tank the fact that 
she had, for several days past, heard her sister 
groaning, but did not go in to render her any 
assistance. The passage from her part of the 
boyse to the other Miss Riebe had nailed up, as 
Mrs. Tank alleged, to keep the latter from get- 
ting in. It appears that Miss Riede has been 
kept by an allowance from the estate of their 
father, from which Mrs. Tank bas received no 
benefit. Au investigation will be held. 

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb. 11.—(Special.|—Dr. J. T. 
Wilson, of Edmonton, N. W. T., accompanied 
by M. J. W. Perley of Moose Jaw, delegates 
from the Northwest Coundil, arrived in the city 
today and presented to the Government a bill 
of rights from the people of the Northwest. 
The following are among the more important 
demands made: That the Council have power 
to incorporate companies baving purely Terri 
torial objects, the immediate settlement of old 
settiers’ claims, and the right to transfer; that 
the Government should use its influence to 
have freight rates on the Canadian Pacific 
Railroad reduced, especially on lumber from 
British Columbia; that no charge be made to 
settlers for wood or ‘uel, and that each bome- 
steader be allowed 4,000 lineal feet of buildmg 
timber on free permit; the early improvement 
ofthe Northern Saskatchewan; the granting 
of the right of habeas corpus to the North- 
west; a Territorial Court of Appeal; construc- 
tion of atrailto Peace River; representation 
in the Senate and Commons; the encourage- 
ment of railways through the Territories: that 
a rebate be given equal to tho duty now im- 
posed on agricultural implemeuts and lumbers; 
that moneys votrea by Parliament for the 
expenses of the Government in the Northwest 
should be vested in the Northwest Council as 
the representatives of the people: the early 
and rapid construcuon of the Hudson Bay 
Railway; the immediate appointment of a 
commission to settle outstanding haif-breed 
claims; the early settlement of claims for 
compensation for rebellion losses, and the pay- 
meot of settiers and merchants who furnished 
supplies to the troops in good faith; appoint- 
ment of residents of the territories to posi- 
tions of trust and emolument in the territo- 
ries; that all food suppiies for the mounted 
police and Indians be purchased in the terri- 
tories. 

MATAMORAS, Mex., Feb. 11.—[Special.|— 
Gen. Pedro Hinojosa, Secretary of War, has 
issued an order prohibiting the importation of 
firearms and ammunition into the Zona Libra 
from Texas river towns und the exportation of 
any arms from Matamoras into the interior. 
This order is intended for the purpose of 
crippling the State Government under Cuellar, 
and to prevent their adherents preparing to 
make any resistance to the Federal Govern- 
ment, but will fail in its object. Large quan- 
tities of arms and ammunition are being con- 
tinually smuggied into the State. The Federal 
Government can never put a stop to 
the practice of wholesale smuggling 
until the guard is increased to about ten times 
the present number. A hundred Winchester 
carbines and 20,000 rounds of cartridges for the 
use of State rorces were recently brought to 
Brownsville. The cavalry guards and customs 
patrols kept the very best lookout and were as 
vigilant and active as possible for three weeks, 
but every gun and cartridge bas safely passed 
the lines and been distributed among Cueller’s 
force. 


EX-GOV. SEYM@UR GROWS WEAKER. 

Urica, N. V., Fed. 11.—[Special.]}—Ex-Gov, 
Sey mour’s physician, Dr. Ford, reports him at 
10 this evening apparently a little weaker than 
last night. The doctor and near friends of the 
patient are hopeful of his recovery, but admit 
that be is a very sick man.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT IN IOWA, 

MARSHALLTOWN, Ia., Feb. 11.—The Central 
Iowa south-bound accommodation struck a 
broken rail six miles south of here today. The 
rear coach was dragged off the rails till it 
struck a bridge, when it went over, failing 
twenty feet. The coach took fire aud was de- 
stroyed.

A Bitter War in Bast- Bound Freights 
Apparentiy on the Eve of 
Commencement. 


Many Rumors of Infractions of the 
Tariff Afloat~The War on Emi- 
grant Tickets. 


Will Unite Against the Pennsylvania 
The Nova Scotia Short-Line— 
Other Items. 


East-bound freight rates are in bad shape. 
The tariff has been gradually weakening until 
even the most conservative freight agents 
bave given voice to their apprehensions that a 
bitter war is almost, if not quite, unavoidable. 
So long as there was nothing to fight over the 
competing lines were able to maintain a de- 
gree of affection for one another that was al- 
most touching, but now that the receipts of 
grain from the roads embracing the South- 
western Railway Association have more than 
doubled up during the last ten days, there is 
an energetic rush on the part of the roads 
leading to the seaboard to secure new business. 
Already rumors are afloat concerning alleged 
infractions of the tariff, and it is freely 
stated that contracts for delivering grain have 
been made at from twotofour cents lower 
than the tariff rates. It ws further charged 
that one of the leading lines is misrepresent- 
ing its tonnage by cutting down the weiebt on 
bills of ladmg. Such charges, however, 
whether true or not, are difficult to substan- 
tiate. At present the Chicago & Atlantic con- 
tinues to get the bulk of the grain business, 
although the Nickel-Plate is increasing its per- 
centage very rapidly. Reports are also cur 
reat of freight discrimination in the South- 
west against Chicago, and many of the general 
agents express their convictions of heavy cut- 
ting at St. Louis and Peoria. In summing up 
the situation yesterday an agent who figured 
conspicuously in the last disastrous war said: 
„ bet my hat that rates go to pieces inside 
of ten days. 


THE WAR ON EMIGRANT TICKETS. 

The passenger-rate war on emigrant tickets to 
Council Biuffs, St. Paul, and Minneapolis con- 
tinues without interruption, although no add. 
tional cutting bas been reported. In accord- 
ance with a notice issued late Wednesday 
afternoon the General Passenger Agents of the 
roads directly interested in the St. Paul and 
Minneapolis business beld a meeting yester- 
day in hopes of coming to some amicable un- 
derstanding. Mr. St. John of the Kock Island. 
in response to a proposition made by Chairman 
Wicker, said that he was ready to agree on 
the matter of rates and commissions, but 
preferred not assuming the responsibility of 
committing bis road to any agreement until 
the return of President Cabie, who bad wired 
that he should leave New York so as to reach 
Chicago next Sunday. Consequently the meet- 
ing adjourned without taking the first step 
towards a compromise, and cheap rates on sec- 
ond-class tickets will doubtless prevail until at 
least next week. ,

A SUBURBAN ROAD TO ADOPT THE ELEC- 
TRIC MOTOR. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 11.—[Special.]|—A 
meeting of the officers and directors of the 
Minneapolis & Lyndale, or Motor Line, was 
held this evening, at which the work and im- 
provements for the year were decided upon. 
It bas been for some time generally under- 
stood that the Motor Line, when it passed from 
the hands of Col. W. W. McCrory last summer 
went to the ownership of the Manitoba Rail- 
road. This was corroborated tonight by the 
open acknowledgment that President Hill of 
the Manitoba had been consulted upon 
and avproved the work projected. What 
is regarded as one of the most 
important improvements is to be 
the substitution of electricity for steam as a 
motive power. For some time a Vandepoele 
electric engine has been ontrial with such 
satisiactory results that the contract was closed 
for six eighty-horse power electric motors, the 
first to be put on within sixty days and the bal- 
ance at therate of oneamonth. The compa- 
ny's shops nowat Lake Calhoun are to be 
moved into Thirtysfirst street. A large plant to 
run the electric dynamos will also be put in. 
A double track is to be laid the entire distance 
from the city to Thirty-first street. President 
Smali of the Motor Company stated that since 
Col. MecCrory’s retirement $400,000 had been 
spent in extending and relaying the old track 
witb steel rails, new equipment, and otner im- 
provements. Itis thought that an extension 


will be made to Hutchinson, as the citizens of. 
that town offer a $25,000 bonus and the right 


of way. 


VOTED COUNTY AID DECLARED ILLEGAL IN 
IOW A. 

West Union, Ia., Feb. 11.—|Special. |The 
Supreme Court of this State has just decided a 
very important question to the citizens of this 
State. In 1883 there was voted by the citizens 
of this township and city a 5 per cent tax in 
aid of the extension of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul Railroad from Wadena, the term. 
nus of the Dubuque Division, to this place. 
The tax was voted in the name of the Chicago, 
Clinton, Dubuque & Northern Railroad. This 
tax was resisted and its collection enjoined by 
a large number of the farmers and citizens of 
the township on the ground that the company to 
whom the tax was voted was notin existence, 
and that all its rights and franchises were 
transferred to the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad, and that this method of voting 
was done in order to defraud the taxpayers out 
of stock of the latter road which was good, 
while the stock of the road to whom the aid 
was voted was utterly worthless and without 
quotation in the market. (By the law of this 
State one voting a tax in aid of a railroad is 
entitled to an equal amount of stock in that 
road.) Tne Circuit Court of this county held 
that such a method was a fraud upon the tax- 
payers ana the vote illegal and void, and grant- 
ed a perpetual injunction restraining the com- 
pany from collecting any part of the same. 
The Supreme Court of this State bas just at- 
firmed this decision, The amount of tax voted 
was about $35,000. 


PROTECTING THE TKANSIT SYSTEM. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 11.—[{Speciai.J— 
There has been some recent discussion among 
grain men and millers about the amount of 
raiiroad transit held in this city. A few news- 
paper paragrapbs have been published relating 
to the same question. The writers are evi- 
dently new in the business of railroad transit. 
H. W. Prattis credited with owning something 
like 160,000,000 pounds of transit, issued by the 
Milwaukee Road. The fact is, the firm of 
which be is a member owned less than 29,000,- 
000 pounds ten days ago, and as they 
have brought in no great amount 
of wheat since that time it is 
to be presumed in the mutations of trade the 
firm owns even less than that now. The re- 
mainder of the Milwaukee transit is owned 
by many different ebippers, including the 
Millers’ Association, the different milling firma, 
seVeral elevator companies, many commission 
houses, etc. One milling firm owns just about 
the same amount of it as the Pratt tirm owns. 
The Omaha & St. Peter folks have out sowe- 
thing pear 85,000,000 pounds, and the Minneap- 
olis & St. Louis neariy 40,000,000 pounds. As 
to the Milwaukee Koad’s protection of ita 
transit by putting down the price, it is like 
freezing waterto make it limber. What is 
meant by protectmg transit is the saving of it 
from depreciation in value. To protect the 
transit system is one thing, and to protect 
transit already issued quite a different matter. 


INJUNCTION AGAINST THE SALE OF THE 
NiCKEL-PLATE.

Ortawa, Ont., Feb. 11.—-[Special.|—The 
Short-Line Railway Company of Nova Scotia, 
representing Dr. Norvin Green, Erastus Wi- 
nan, and other prominent New-Yorkers, have 
petitioned the Governor-General and Council 
to disallow an act passed by the Nova Scotia 
Legislature at its last session ratifymg and 
making valid an agreement made by an agent 
of the Short-Line Company transferring ali the 
property of the company to the contractors 
engaged in building the railway.

A Buffalo, N. Y., special says: The general 
passenger agents of roads leading east from 
Chicago met here today to discuss the heavy 
cutting of east-bound rates from Chicago.

The East-Bound Freight Committee held a 
meeting yesterday to consider question of 
evening up the balances of east Wound trafo 
since Jan. 1. After a lively discussion it was 
decided that the Joint Agent should direct 
tne roads over to turn tonnage over 
to the roads short, the object being 
to make the diversion of freight as far as possi-. 
ble between the roads that have a common de- 
livery. The principal roads that are short are 
the Michigan Central, Lake Shore, Grand 
Trunk, and Chicago & Atlantic. The lust- 
named road still refuses to join the pool, and, 
although under the proposed arrangement it 
would receive freight from the other roads, it 
is doubtful if it will take it. f 

The Chicago & Northwestern Railroad has 
issued a notice to the effect that, beginning 
with last Wednesday, freight rates on softium- 
ber will apply to bard lumber, straight or 
mixed car-loads of lumper, sash. doors, blinds, 
ana molduigs, when destined to Kansas City, 
Leavenworth, Atchison, St. Joseph, Council 
Bluffs, Omaha, and points beyond, in Nebraska 
and Kansas; also to Missouri Vailey and 
destined to points on the Sioux City & Pacific 
and Fremont, Elkhorn & Nebraska Railroads. 
The contents of the circular had a sort of 
Chinese puzzle effect in railroad circles, and 
many who are at a loss to understand why the 
rate on hard and soft lumber should be the 
same aro inclined to believe that wboever com- 
piled the circular made a blunder that will be 
speedily rectified. 

Commissioner Richardson and Secretary 
Hand of the Chicago & Obio River pool have 
gone to Louisville to consult with the general 
agents of the Southern railroads regarding the 
rates on pig iron.

DISCUSSING gee amy mg 
CONFERENCE BETWEEN THE GRAIN RE- 
CEIVERS' ASSOCIATION AND THE FREIGHT 
BUREAU. 

A conference of the Grain Receivers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Freight Bureau was held yes- 
terday afternoon in the directors’ room of the 


Board of Trade to consider the alleged freight 
discriminations against, Chicago through points 
in the Southwest. George M. How, wo pre- 
side d, called upon Commissioner Wicker for 
bis views on the subject. 

Mr. Wicker stated that during the conferences 
which took place between the Transportation 
Committee of the Board of Trade and the 
Freight Bureau it was clearly established that 
unjust discriminations were being made 
against this market to a «reat extent. He 
took measures with the Western roads by 
which they guaranteed that a certain basis of 
rates from Mississippi River points thould be 
maintained. With the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy and the Chicago & Alton Roads be bad 
a positive agreement that they would insist on 
full rates from Mississippi River to seaboard 
points. The Chicago, Hock Island & Pacific 
agreed to a contraci substantially the same. 
He felt confident that these contracts had not 
been violated. Still, complaints had been 
made, as indicated by Tae Tainuxx, that grain 
was being shipped at cut rates by points south 
of Chicago. Though Baltimore buyers bad 
been purchasing corn to some extent in Ne- 
braska, it was not bemg shipped by junctions 
south of Chicago. The total transfer of grain 
from Nebraska or Missouri River by Bearde- 
town and East St. Louis did not at present 
average ten cars aday. In reply to a question 
as to whether corn was being bought in Ne- 
braska by Baltimore people in expectation of a 
cut by the Baltimore & Ohio Road, Mr. Wicker 
said it might be so, and that in some instances 
the selier had agreed to delay the delivery. He 
had seen letters from Baltimore people to the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and Chicago & 
Alton Roads, asking that the routes through 
Beardstown and Asbland should be opened the 
same as last year. 

Mr. Warren said that Gill & Fisher of Balti- 
more had started out in December to handle 
grain in Nebraska, the same as they dia last 
year. They bad made arrangements with bis 
firm’s elevators, but none of the grain bad 
been removed yet. He thougbt the Baltimore 
buyers were baving very little advantage this 
year by the outside route. 

Mr. Hayde thought the poverty of the re- 
ceipts showed that the four great Western 
roads were living up to the terms of their con- 
tract. They were, however, standing idly by 
and doing nothing while the Missouri Pacific 
and other roads were cutting all around. 

After considerable discussion as to the con- 
dition and grading of this Nebraska corn Mr. 
Wicker stated that be had submitted 
the platform of the Board of 
Trade Transportation Committee and the 
Freight Bureau to Commissioner Fink 
lust December, and that the proposal to have 
fair rates maintained and no rates put lower 
than the Chicago basis bad been heartily con- 
curred in by ali the roads. Last Saturday he 
made compiaint to Commissioner Fink against 
the Baltimore & Obio for cutting rates through 
Beardstown in favor of Messrs. Gill & Fisher 
of Baltimore. A representation had been made 
to the Baltimore & Ohio on the subject, but 
they denied the charge of cutting rates in any 
one’s favor. 


GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS. 

AN ALLEGED DISHONEST DEALER IN POUL- 
TRY ARRESTED—DULUTH’S NEW COLLECT- 
OR INSTALLED. 

A man named A. F. Pitts of Wolcott, Ind., 
was arrested Tuesday by Post-Office luspector 
Bassett charged with using the mails for fraud- 
ulent purposes. Pitts bas been President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Financial Agent of 
the Wolcott Poultry Supply Company, which 
assumed to furnish poultry, hatcheries, and 
fancy eggs at fancy prices. The orders sent 
the company were filled with material of the 
commonest description and eggs from the com- 
monest breed of pullets. The customers final- 
ly learned his scheme and the arrest followed. 
He was taken to Indianapolis and arraigned 
betore Commissioner Jordan, where he waived 
examination and furnished $1,000 bonds for his 
appearance after the grand jury shall have in- 
vestigated bis methvdds. 

Treasury Agent Crowley returned from Du- 
Inth, Minn., yesterday, where he bas been to 
induct the new Collector of that port into 
service. An effort is now making to consoll- 
date the sub-port of Superior, at present at- 
tached to the Marquette District, with Duluth, 
and the ‘mpression prevails that this will be 
accomplished at an early day. Superior is 
within bailing distance of and tributary to Du- 
luth, while it is 400 miles distant from Mar 
quette and almost inaccessibie trom that point 
many months in the year. It is said the con- 
solidation proposed will be made, and that the 
Duluth Collector will soon be furnished more 
commodious and luxurious quarters than those 


now occupied by him. 4 
CITY-HALL GLEANINGS. 
DANGEROUS BUILDINGS—APPROPRIATIONS 
CUT DOWN—NEW STREET RAILROADS. 

The building No. 208 West Randolph street 
was reported to be in a dangerous condition 
yesterday, it having fallen against the one 
next to it. An inspector was sent to make an 
examination. * 

Jeffery & Co. offered to do the city printing 
yesterday for $2,515—-the bid of Cameron, Am- 

berg & Co.—but did not present a bond; so the 
Mayor told Mr. Jeffery that be wouldn’t con- 
sider the proposition until the bond was filed. 

The attention of Chief-Clerk Edgar of the 
Building Department was calied to the fact 
that Fire-Marshal Swenie ordered his men out 
of No. 19 Lake street because the floors were 
overloaded, and he was asked if the department 
ever tried to prevent such overloading. “We 
have jurisdiction,”’ be replied, but only make 
an investigation when complaint w filed. 
If the wails are in accordance with the ordi- 
nance we take it for granted that the architect 
bas calculated the strain the floors will bear 
and has informed the owner. After a bu/lame 
is up the architect will suggest to the owner to 
come to the department for an opinion as to 
the stability of the structure and what strain 
the floors will bear. We look into such things 
as far as we can, but haven't the force to do it 
properly. There are several hundred archi- 
tects in the city, and it would take a large 
force of men, We have trequentiy made par- 
ties move where machinery shook and endan- 
gered the building. We do not send men 
around to find out where floors are overioaded, 
because the force is small and their time is 
taken up in looking after other kinds of viola- 
tions. But when complaint is made we always 
look into the matter and have it remedied.” * 

The Finance Committee finished its work 
yesterday ou the Appropriatiun bill, which wiil 
be submitted to the Uouncil Monday night. 
The members thought they were within the 
limit when they adjourned Wednesday night, 
but the Clerk upon figuring up found they 
were $17,000 over it, so some more cutting had 
to be done. The amount agreed upon is just 
inside the amount of the tax levy and receipts 
for licenses and miscellaneous sources, and 
the Council will have no margin to work on. 
The extra policemen and new stations and the 
additional firemen and apparatus and horses 
have been stricken out. Health Commis- 
sioner De Vof gets an advance of 
$1,000 in salary, but his estimate of 
$320,760 for his department, which was 
reduced to $241,385 by the Controller, was cut 
down to $120,723, the filty additional scavenger 
teams and twenty sanitary inspectors asked 
for being thrown out by the committee. As 
Stated yesterday, $75,000 was inserted for a 
bridge at Jackson street. If the Council agrees 
to this there will be $100,000 avaiiabie for the 
purpose. The estimate for the bridge and via- 
duct is $280,000, the land damages being un- 
known at present. A West Side property- 
owner said yesterday that there would be no 
land damages and that the bridge and viaduct 
wouldn't cost $280,000. The railroad companies 
would have to pay about $50,000, and if the 
$75,000 went through the property-bolders 
would guarantee the contractors against loss 
if the contract was let this year. 

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, South 
Division, met yesterday but did not consider 
the ordinance granting the Chicago Passenger 
Railway Company the right of way on Dear- 
born street. Ald. Whelan said it would be 
allowed to rest awhile. In his opinion it would 
ultimately be passed. The Committee on Rail- 
roads, which has the Star Company's ordinance 
among its papers, may not meet for some time. 
President Weeks of the Ubicago Company said 
they were getting along nicely with reference 
to Dearborn street. Some of the property- 

owners were Opposed to tracks on the street, 
but he tbought they would come around in a 
littie while. The company had gotten alone 
smoothly so far and didn't want to nave a fight 
when completing its system. 


THEY’RE ON HIS TRACK. 

DETECTIVES BELIEVED TO BE AT THE 

HEELS OF THE MAN WHO 80 CLEVERLY 

SWINDLED THE FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 

The man who so cieverly swindled the First 
National Bank out of $3,800 by forging the 
signature of Fowler Bros. to two worthiess 
checks is still at liberty. It is expected by the 
detectives that they will catch him during the 
next twenty-four hours. Some additional 
facts concerning the man leaked out yesterday. 
He came here from England several years ago, 
and was so well recommended that he had no 


dificyity in getting work as a bookkeeper or | 


clerk at Fowler Bros.’ packing-house. While 
there he became perfectly familiar with the 
signature of bis employers, as well 
as with their methods of transacting 
business. Consequently it was comparatively 
an easy matter for. him to deceive the bank 
officials. About six weeks ago or more he was 
dismissed from Fowler Bros.’ employ in com- 
pany with several others, and since that time 
has been idie so far as bonest labor is con- 
cerned, Seeing no opportunity of obtaining 
another position, he evidently decided to 
bazard the risk of arrest and imprisonment in 
order to obtain sufficient funds to take bimselt 
and family back to England. The checks which 
he prepared were so cleverly executed that 
even the most prudent bank officer might 
easily be taken in; but the bank would doubt- 
less have been in possession of its money 
had almost any other person presented the 
checks. As stated in yesterday’s paper, the 
cashier of the bank did not suspect but that 
the checks were genuine, but insisted on the 
person presenting them being fdentitied before 
the money was paid. The man left the bank, 
and shortly afterward the bank officials re- 
ceived a telephone communication, purporting 
to come from the cashier of Fowler Bros., to 
the effect that if any one presented two checxs 
marked R. D. Fowler, O. K.,“ he should be 
paid without further identification. The trick 
worked like a charm, and soon after the swin- 
dier called at the bank and obtained the money. 
This occurred last Saturday, and it was not 
until the following Monday that the bank offi- 
ciais discovered they had been swindled. 
As soon as they found that the checks 
were not genuine they placed the matter u the 
hand of the Pinkertons, and as the casbier of 
the bank was able to give an accurate descrip- 
tion of the man his identity was soon estab- 
lished. A detective found he left the city on 
the Grand Trunk Road Saturday afternoon, 
taking with him his wife and children, and at 
once started in pursuit. It is said that be has 
been traced to Canada, and as forgery is an ex- 
traditab.e offense the criminal is | kely to be 
ae back before the end of the present 
week. 


UNDER THE NOSE OF JUSTICE. 
THE COURT-ROOMS PLUNDERED BY A GANG 

OF PETTY THIEVES-HOW THE GAME IS 

WORKED. 

The Court- House has been infested during 
the wiuter by petty thieves whose principal 
plunder consists of overcoats. Nearly every 
court-room in the building has furnished one 
or more instances of theft, and in the rooms of 
Judges Williamson, Gary, and Rogers several 
overcoats have been taken. Among the vie- 
tims 1s Clerk Stephens in Judge Rogers’ court- 
room. Lawyers, when they enter the room, 
are accustomed to throw their cokts carelesly 
upon the desk or chair and think no more 
about them until their business is over. Noth- 
ing is easier than for a thief to sit down beside 
the coat and, rising carelesly after an interval, 
walk away with his booty. A seedy man has 
been seen hanging about the courts for two 
months. inthe coldest weather he used to 
come in without an overcoat and enter 
the inclosure allotted to lawyers with the 
nonchalance of a veteran. In the warm 
weather of the last few days he has worn a 
heavy overcoat, which seemed scarcely con- 
sistent with bis former ill-ciad condition. Yes- 
terday he was seen to enter Judge Rogers’ 
room, and, throwing bis coat upon the table, 
tuke a seat beside it. Strange to say, he laid 
his coat directly upon another that was lying 
there, and, seeing that be bad not 
quite covered his prize, began furtively 
to twitch the corners until the overcoat 
beneath his own was concealed. He was ob- 
served, however, and a constabie who was pres- 
ent was put upon the watch, while the vault 
clerk sent down-stairs for a detective. The 
officer came and, sitting down behind the sus- 
pected man, began to read a newspaper. The 
constable inopportunely went up to the detect- 
ive and addressed him. This seemedto arouse 
the suspicion of the stranger, who soon 
left the room with his own overcoat, 
and was for the moment lost to view. One of 
the clerks, going into Judge Williamson's 
court-room afterwards, found the same man 
coolly seated beside another pile of coats. He 
went out to call the detective, but when that 
fuuctionary appeared the bird had flown. 
Later the same detective encountered the man 
walking down Clark street with a light over- 
coat on his arm. He was followed to a shop 
near Harrison street, where be was endeavoring 
to sell the coat for $3 when arrested. He said 
his name was Wiison, and that be had just 
come from St. Louis. This statement is known 
to be untrue, as be bas been seen frequently 
about the courts. The overcoat can be had at 
police * Meanwhile, it may be 
in place to urge e necessity of caution on 
the part of attorneys during their attendance 
at court. They endanger their necks getting 
into the Court-House, run the risk of broken 
bones in the elevators, and are likely to lose 
their property before they get out. 


ENTIRELY SATISFACTORY. 

MR. MCCORMICK SAYS THE MEN AT THE 
REAPER WORKS 80 REGAKD THEIR SITU- 
ATION THERE. 

It having been stated that there was some 
dissatisfaction among the molders at the Mc- 
Cormick Reaper & Harvester Works, Mr. Cyrus 
H. McCormick Jr. was asked concerning the 
matter, and said: 

“Tuesday some persons called upon me and 
stated that they understood that we had estab- 
lished a rule that all molders in our foundry 
must work with laborers as helpers. They 
wanted to know if such was the case, and I 
told them that nosuch rule had been made, 
but that in several cases, in order to hasten 
the work, we had asked the wolders to take 
laborers, to whieh they agreed, and had 
been so working. But we did not expect or 
desire to ‘compel every man to work with a 
laborer.’ That was the only grievance the men 
had, and I therefore communicated with the 
Superintendent yesterday, und told him to let 
the molders work together, if they specially 
desired to do so, as faras possible. This I sup- 
posed to be entirely satisfactory. 

A committee of moiders came to see me 
this morning and said they had been appointed 
at a meeting held last night to see me about 
the matter. I told them I was ready to bear 
anything they had to say, and they said they 
understood that we bad determined to make 
the molders work with laborers, and wanted to 
know if such was the fact. I told them it was 
not. Then they asked whether we had decided 
that none of the molders whe were employed 
last year should be put to work. I told them 
that the best answer I could give to that was 
that some ten out of fifteen molders now at 
work were old hands; that we had not made 
any such rule; and that we were engaging the 
men individually as we needed them without 
discrimination. They then asked whether there 
had not been a general redaction of wages in 
the foundry. 1 told them there bad not been 
any general reduction, and that whatever each 
man was getting was entirely an individual 
matter, which, so far as I knew, was entirely 
satisfactory. The men said they had no cause 
of grievance against the molding machines, as 
that was solely our business, and that whatever 
suited us suited them. They said they were too 
intelligent to object to tne use of machinery 
for any purpose any more than they vould ob- 
ject to farmers using the harvesting machines 
which we manufacture. They expressed them- 
selves as entirely satisfied and that they had 
no cause for grievance, and would so report to 
their meeting. These committees were com- 

of men who are not now in our employ. 

We know of no dissatisfaction among any of 

our men on any of these po:nts.”’ 


BAD MEN WITH HORSES. 
HARRY JACKSON AND HIS NEWSPAPER AD- 

VERTISEMENTS—FOUR YEARS FOR THE 

MAN WHO ROBBED LUUIS HOTT. 

Henry Jackson, alias the “ Horse-Shark,” 
who has been on trial before sudge Tuley for 
the last two days for obtaining money by false 
pretenses, was an ingenious advertiser. 
State’s-Attorney Grinnell read several of Jack- 
son's newspaper advertisements in court yes- 
terday morning, much to the amuse 
ment of the spectators and the discom- 
fiture ot... We. ce Forrest, attorney 
for Jackson. In several of these ads” 
the owner of the horse offered in the market 
had just received a stroke of paralysis, un- 
fitting him for the mastery of the spirited 
equine. In other cases the would-be seller was 
arranging to move far away, or was no longer 
in need of a horse. Again the alleged val- 
uable animal was the property of a widow, re- 
cently bereaved, the expenses of whose 
busband’s funeral bad used up the 
ready cash in the house. Every 
one of the borse-to-sell notices had in it some 
catch tending to produce the opinion that the 
stand-by family horse was about to be parted 
with at a price verging on 4 sacrifice. Mr. 
Forrest made a motion to strike out the testi- 
mony of J. Hines, the cheated buyer, as far as 
it bad reference to, the oral talk and agree- 
ments of Jackson in selling the borse. He 
said a horse might be foundered in 
five minutes, hut there was no ei- 
dence that one in question had 


the 
— in Jackson's possession that long. 
he lawyer then showed two duplicate war- 
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ranties, one of which was held by the seller 
and the ether by Hines, in which Jackson 
. to take back the horse, if it did not 
prove satisfactory, within twenty dars. He 
said the contract was enough to clear Jackson 
‘of criminal intent, and cited a case in support 
of his position. In the case recorded the seller 
joined a crowd in following the buyer and 
‘shouting: ‘You're cheated; you're sold.“ 
Yet the seller was not convicted. State’s-At- 
torney Grinne/l claimed that the Jackson- 
Hines warranty contract was given and signed 
long after the sale, and that Jackson took that 
course to beat Hines at law. The court took 
the case under advisement until today for a 
little futher bearing and the decision of it. 

John Barry was convicted of horse-stealing 
by a jury in Judge Tuley’s court yesterday 
afternoun, and bis penalty was tixed at four 
years in the penitentiary. Jan. 8 last Louis 
Hutt, the Sixth Ward Republican, left his 
horse and buggy, with whip, robe, and blanket, 
on Dearborn street for a few minutes 
while be vent into a dank. During 
Hutt's ebort stay in the bank the 
rig disappeared, and a day or two later Barry 
was overtaken fourteen miles east of La Porte, 
Ind., driving east with the turnout as fast as 
be could. Marshal Charles Miadledorf of La 
Porte made the capture. Mr. Hutt was much 
gratified to get back bis property and the ver- 
dict euited him. Barry is a tall. muscular fel- 
low about 25 years old, with the features of an 
idiot. He is said to be very shrewd, however, 
and bas been connected, the police say, with a 
gang of West Side thieves. 


A SLIGHT MISAPPREHENSION. 
HOW THB MIDNIGHT-CLOSING ORDINANCE 
GOT “JOHN SMITH INTO TROUBLE. 

He was one of the unfortunate John Smiths 
who are daily dragged before the armory Jus- 
tice. Officer Fitzgerald came upon bim on 
State street about 1 o’clock in the morning.

THE HEAVY RAINFALL 
IT HAS SAVED THE CITY SOME EXPENSE IN 

CLEARING THE STREETS OF SNOW—NO 

DANGER SO FAR. 

The rain which began to fall in slight showers 
Wednesday night continued to pour in au al- 
most uninterrupted drizzle throughout the en- 
tire day yesterday, rendering out-of-door occu- 
pation of every kind miserably dull and dis- 
agreeable. Under the high temperature and 
the unceasing downpour the piles of snow 
which for weeks have disfigured the streets 
and impeded traffic began to subside and dis- 
appear as though by magic. The murky water 
and siush which the disappearing snow left as 
a reminder of ite dissolution covered the 
streets at many points to the depth of several 
inches, rendering crossings almost impassable. 
Unwary pedestrians who chanced to step any 
way near to a passing team were mercilesly be- 
spattered with mud from top to toe. Even 
the sidewalks offered no immunity from the 
sho@ers of slimy mud which the remorseless 
hackmen sent splashing through the air from 
the noofs of their horses. Should the rain 
continue another day without the intervention 
of frost the work of cieaning the streets, 
which bas been sparingly indulged in by the 
municipal authorities, wiil be compieted witb- 
out further expense, and Chicagoans will once 
more behold the streets of their city which 
have been hiddeg for so many weeks by their 
white, or, latterly. dingy-brown covers. 

The rain and melting snow have caused no 
particular damage in the city yet. Only one 
com plaint was made yesterday about a flooded 

masement, and it was due to a badly-construct- 

ed curt-wail. Health-Commissioner De Wolf 
drove over the district near the western limits 
from which complaints usually come, and 
found the catch-basins all open and the water 
running off weil. He made inguiries, but could 
not learn of a single flooded basement. The 
snow was disappearing fast, and he didn't 
think any damage would be done to property. 
What pleased him most, however, was that 
there would be no sickoess due to water in 
basements. Superintendent McGann said the 
200 men who had been at work opening gutters 
and catch-basins bad about covered all the city 
it was intended to cover, and would be laid off 
in a day or two. The rainfall was not heavy 
enough to overflow the sewers, and that was 
the reason the water had not filled any base- 
ments. A few complaints had been made, but 
none of them amounted to anything. 


THE COUNTY’S INTERESTS. 
RAILROAD INVESTIGATION—WHAT TWO 
TOWNS WANT—CONFLICTING REPORTS. 

At the meeting of the County Board Commit- 
tee on Roads and Bridges yesterday the resolu- 
tion of Commissioner Wren calling the atten- 
tion of railroad companies to the fact that the 
board had something to say about the laying 
of tracks across county roads and ditches came 
up for discussion. Action upon it, however, 
was postponed until Saturday. This morning 
the committee will go out to the Poor- Farm to 
see what it can find in the way of infringe- 
ments on the part of the new tracks of the 
Wisconsin Central Railroad, which cross sev- 


eral of the roads and ditches which are tlie 
property of the county. 

A committee of officials from the Towns of 
Lake and Hyde Park waited upon the same 
committee with a request that the board would 
assist the two towns in paving State street from 
Fortieth street to Sixty-third street. Commis- 
sioner Wren thought that the towns had a great 
deal of gall to ask the county to pave a 
street south of the point named, as it woula 
bave to ask the county to pave it north from 
there. Commissioner Wren, however, is not a 
member of the committee. The visiting com- 
mittee was finally instructed to draw up its 
petition in writing, present it to the board, and 
let it reach the committee from that svuurce, 

Two reports of inspection of the Court-House 
elevators were submitted to the Committee on 
Court-House and Records yesterday. The first 
report is from William E. Hale & Co., the firm 
that put the elevators in the building, and the 
other from John Mowat, City Inspector of Ele- 
vators. Hale's report sets forth all 
four of the elevators are in an unsafe 
condition and “should not be aliowed to 
run another day in this condition.“ In tne 
east-pass elevator the guides are not kept 
clean, and “through neglect in olling the 
bearings of the main sheaves have become 
worn so that they will bave to be rebabbitted. 
The under side of the car, safety-plank, etc., 
is covered w. th dirt and grease, and all bear- 
ings are much worn through negiect in oiling, 
while other parts are covered with grease.”’ 
The report of the City Elevator Inspector, on 
tne other band, says that the elevators are in a 
perfectly safe condition, and merely makes a 
lew suggestions in regard to safe standing- 
places for workmen who are engaged inside of 
the sbaits on the upper floors. The inspector 
also finds that the maio valves are leaking and 
need repairing, but concludes bis communica- 
tion with the observation that the changes he 
recommends are by no means necessary for 
the safety of the puvlic.”’

Something of a sensation was caused yester- 
day at South Chicago by the finding of the 
body of an unknown man under cir 
cumstances which were thought by 
many to indicate that he had deen 
murdered and robbed.

So far all the appearances seem to indicate 
that the man bad met his death by bemg struck 
by a train; but the body was not mangled, the 
clothes were not torn, and its general appear- 
ance was not such as to suggest death under 
the wheels. The only sign of violence was a 

in the back of the head, 
might easily be supposed to 
been made by a sharp, heavy 
instrument in the bands of a highwayman, as 
well as by contact with an engine. No acci- 
dent had been reported by the trainmen, and 
aside f-om the fact that the body was found 
alongside a railroad track the circumstances 
would seem to indicate foul play rather than 
accidental death.

The report yesterday that a lot of wheat had 
been received in New York from Kansas City is 
pronounced on good authority to be. erroneous.

no wheat in Kansas City for sale at prices that 
would permit the shipment to other markets with- 
out loss, end the article is said to be decidedly 
scarce there.

„ MARMALADE-MAKING. 


A Visit to a Factory Where Great 
Mountains Are Pro- 
duced. 
The Story Isn't True that Turnips and 
Carrots Are Substituted for 
Oranges. 


Fashion’s Caprices— The Tins All Made 
with Machinery from 
America. 


It has been calculated that during the last 
few days immediately before Christmas, the 
London markets have been supplied with 805,- 
000 cases of oranges, containing no less than 


Azores, ‘Spain, Portugal, and Sicily. There is 

a lingering suspicion among the public that the 
manufacturers of orange marmalade buy up 
the refuse of these oranges and convert it igto 
| orange marmalade. As this is the time 
oranges, and also for new marmalade, one 
of the Pall Mall Gazette’s representatives called 
on the managing director of a firm famous for 
their Scotch marmalade to ascertain the truth 
about marmalade-making. 

First of all.“ said he, “T wish you to un- 
derstand that there is nothing true in the old 
story Of marmalade bemg adulterated by the 
substitution of turnips and carrots for or- 
anges. It is a standing joke with people to 
ask marmalade manufacturers how much of 
tueir marmalade is made of turnips. Now the 
simple fact is that we can make pure marma- 
lade wich less expense than if we were to use 
any turnips. For a hundred weight of bitter 
Seville oranges—those are the oranges used 
for marimalade; they are different from the 
sweet eating oranges—we as a rule, 
fivesbilliings. Surely we counts nat buy turnips 
cheaper. Besides, in using turnips we should 
want a much larger quantity of sugar in order 
to prevent fermentation, so that it is easy to 
see that it would be by no means to our ad- 
vantage to adulterate marmalade. 

We do not, as it is mostly done, import the 
fresh fruit from abroad and have the entire 
manufacture of marmalade done in Eu- 
land. The reason for this is that if 
the oranges are imported aé they come 
from the trees, there are always a 
larger or smaller quantity of them which begin 
to get bad before they arrive in this country. 
This not only means that these tainted, ones 

have to be thrown away, which of course com- 
peis us to raise the price of marmalade, but 
they also affect the flavor of the rest of the 
fruit, and consequently that of the 
Km Alfonso XII. granted us in 
cession of pre eur fruit for 
export in Spain, We have a large factory at 
Seville, where the fruit is reduced to a pulp, in 
which state it is sent over to us in tin drums, 
| each of which bolds two and one-half galions. 
Why don’t we prepare the mar alto- 
gether in Spain? Because the duty on sugar 
there is 300 per cent, and marmalade would be 
anything but cheap if we bad to pay the Span- 
ish sugar prices. At Seville we contract with 
the gardeners in the neighborbood for our sup- 
ply of fruit. At the beginning of December 
they begin to bring oranges in on mules, and 
till March and April they continue to do so 
day by day. Those are the busy months for 
| marmalade-making. Another advantage of 
having a factory in Spain is that we can wait 
till the fruit is ripe before we use it, whereas 
the oranges which arrive ,here are 
| taken from the trees whiie they. are s<it! 
green. By the time they arrive they are ripe, 
but they cannot naturally be equal to those 
which have ripened in the naturai way. When 
the fruit is brought in itis first well washed; 
} after that our giris and women begin their 
work. In one department the workers do 
nothing but quarter the orange peel; in the 
next the peel is quite removed and thrown into 
wooden barreis, where it is steamed until it is 
soft enough to be chipped into thin strips. 
The oranges themselves are also steamed till 
reduced toa pulp, and are then passed throuch 
a machine wich retains all the pips and the 
fibres. Thore is so much acidity and geiatin- 
ous matter iu the pips that they are often 
boiled again for the sake of their juice. The 
pee 3 Strips ot peel are then mixed, and 
as vou shall presently see. 
THE MAKING O MARMALADR, 
Through a roofed outuouse, in which the 
hissing of steam and asound as of many waters 
ere mingled with the noise of invisible machines, 
the manager leads the way through many a 
winding passage into a large apartment, every- 
where peopled with busy girls and women in 
neat pink-and-white cotton unfforms” and 
large white aprons.

receive it. An invisibie power from above 
causes, meanwhile, a large quantity of white 
crushed sugar to fall through a wide wooden 
tube into the boiler below—sixty-four pounds 
for every five gallons of pulp—the pulp arrives 
in its carriage, and it is not long before the 
uniformed cook is stirring and mingling with 
an immense wooden spoon, while the mass in 
the boiler begins to steam over an invisible 
fire, and after awhile to change its color till, 
having boiled for six minutes, the pale, dull 
yellow is changed into a transparent ffuid, 
dropping like ciear amber beads from 
the gigantic spoon. eT oe 
1 dong quickly, and by 
mérvelous strength and trouble-saving po 
trivance—the marmalade is now removed from 
the fire and passes into other hands. A large 
metal vessel descends slowly from some upper 
regions, the hot marmaiade is poured into it, 
it rises again, and goes by special overbend 
railway to where another batch of female 
workers are ready with their trays of pots. A 
round, revolving table is placed under the 
train,” which once more descends,

on. At long tables the women stand with pails 
of hot water and moist cloths, ready to wipe 
each jar before it is Gnally, in another depart- 
ment, tied up, — 12 wrapped neatly up, and 
put aside as ready for sale.
